WASHINGTON, April 5.—That the 
President's message will go to Con- 
gress tomorrow is the best information 
obtainable in Washington this evening, 
though the kaleidoscope of interna- 
tional events appears to be moving 
so rapidly at Madrid as to make pos- 
sible some sew and possibly remark- 
able change in the aspect of affairs 
that will prevent this statement holding 
good. 

The message is ready, making about 
seven thousand words, and has been 
approved by the Cabinet. It recom- 
mends armed intervention (but, so far 
as known, without stating that this 
should be immediate,) by the United 
States to prevent hostilities and afford 
succor for the starving people makes 
an argument against recognition of in- 
dependence at this time, and leaves it 
clear that, in the opinion of the ad- 
ministration, it ig the duty of this gov- 
ernment to supervise the affairs of the 
island until, in the light of fuller and 
later knowledge, a stable government 
can be established. The attitude of 


told in advance of its official promulga- 
tion in the President’s message. 

The day has been prolific of reports 
of mediation on the part of the 
European powers, but a summary of all 
the news on this point is that the pow- 
ers of Europe cannot agree and that 
their interference would be unacceptable 
to the government of the United States. 

The safety of Gen. Lee, the Consuls 
and other Americans in Cuba is a mat- 
ter of concern to the State Department, 
but advices from Gen. Lee indicate that 
their removal from the island would 
take some time, and apparently showed 
that he did not share fully in the ap- 
prehension felt here. 

Throughout the day unusual activity 
was manifest at the foreign embassies 
and legations representing the great 
powers of Europe. The representatives 
of these powers were kept fully advised 
from their foreign offices, and it was 
expected that a concerted movement 
would be made at almost any moment. 
About midday the British Ambassador 
went to the French Embassy and con- 
ferred with M. Cambon on the situation, 
and shortly afterward Count Vicinia, 
the Italian Charge d’Affaires, was at 
the British Embassy. | 

Again, at 5 o’clock it was understood 
that the_French Ambassador and the 
Austrian “Minister conferred with Sir 
Julian Pauncefote at the British Em- 
bassy. But while conferences were thus 
going on and apprehension was keen 
over an anticipated move, it could not 
be learned up to a late hour that any 
actual offer of mediation had eventu- 
ated. It certainly had not been made 
up to the close of office hours at the 
State Department. 

The German Ambassador, Dr. von 
Hollben, appears to be the only one not 
actively participating in the confer- 
ences to-day, but there is reason to be- 
lieve he is kept fully advised on the 
sentiments at Berlin concerning the 
Spanish situation. Accompanying the 
diplomatic comment was an undercur- 
rent of suggestion that developments in 
Cuba were not unlooked for, and that 
the pressure of the powers and the 
Pope on Spain might yet bring about 
an armistice in which both Spanish 
troops and insurgents would partici- 
pate. Viewed from the Official stand-

Bernabe, did not take part in any of

At the Capitol today tremendous ef- 
forts were niade to have Congress sup- 
port the outlined policy of the Presi- 
dent. A general belief was expressed 
when the House adjourned that a ma- 
jority of the House Committee on For- 
eign Affairs were ready to support 
President McKinley's plan, and the im- 
pression prevailed that a revolution 
in line with the recommendations of 
the President would be reported from 
the committee. 

There is a great deal of uncertainty 
regarding the Senate committee. An 
important conference of conservative 
Senators was held during the day, when 
it was determined that in case the 
Foreign Relations Committee did not 
report in accordance with the Presi- 
dent’s recommendations, there would 
be a long debate upon the resolution 
reported, and unanimous action by the 
Senate could not be expected. 

Gen. Miles said today that the only

BULLY FOR JOHN BULL! 


GREAT BRITAIN WILLNOT MONKEY 
WITH OUR PRESERVES. 


Refuses to Join Other European 
Powers in an Attempt to Mediate 
on Behalf of Spain—Spoils Their 
Scheme, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

LONDON, April 5.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] Movement of the powers of 
Europe for a joint offer of mediation 
between the United States and Spain 
have received a severe and probably 
fatal rebuff in the form of a definite 
refusal upon the part of Great Britain 
to participate in it. Many conflicting 
and erroneous reports regarding the 
scheme to bring the Spanish-American 
question under the jurisdiction of the 
“concert of Europe” have “4rianafed 
from the different European’ capitals. 
From the highest authority the Asso- 
ciated Press has obtained an outline 
of the details of the movement, as 
learned by London diplomats. 

The project is distinctively of Span- 
ish origin and was set on foot by two 
influences, official and personal, the 
former request, from the good offices 
of the chancellors to prevent war, while 
the Queen Regent at Madrid person- 
ally to influence the sovereigns. 

It is understood that the tenor of the 
communications were to the effect that 
European interests are threatened by 
what Spain terms “the pretensions of 
the United States to the right to in- 
terfere in colonial matters.” 

For once Austria was the prime 
mover in the suggested mediation, and 
by her counse} ft was suggested to the 
British Foreign Office that the powers 
unite in a note to the United States 
and Spain offering to mediate in the 


‘| dispute between those two countries. 


Great Britain, however, definitely re- 
fused to join in the movement, stating 
in substance that the Cuban question 
did not concern her. While it was not 
actually announced that Great Britain 
sympathizes with American interven- 
tion to end the war in Cuba, such sym- 
pathy is a fact. , 
Communications looking to mediation 
are still being exchanged between the 
continental powers, but they recognize 
that Great Britain’s refusal to co- 
operate will rob the movement of much 
of its weight. The Emperor of Austria 
is the most deeply interested from cer- 
tain standpoints, but financial interests 
seem to have actuated France even 
more than the dynasty interest actu- 
ated Emperor Francis Joseph. 
Emperor William is known to be luke- 


warm in the matter, but there is rea- 


son to believe he has learned that the 
majority of Germans are unwilling that 
Germany should: oppose the United 
States. | 

It is still uncertain whether the con- 
tinental powers will finally offer to 
mediate. Now that Great Britain has 
cold-shouldered the matter, the diplo- 
mats do not believe the United States 
would accept such an offer, the com- 
bination being so evidently biased in 
favor of Spain that Spain would gladly 
submit her quarrel to such tribunal. 

The chief importance of the move- 
ment, in the opinion of a diplomat who 
is conversant with the situation, is that 
it will probably have the effect of 
widening the cleavage between Great 


Britain and European nations, and of: 


strengthening the growing ‘sympatny 
for community of interests between the 
United States and Great Britain. 
MAY DEFEAT EUROPE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, April 5.—The Asso- 
ciated Press bulletin from London to- 
day, saying that Great Britain had 
finally declined to enter the concert of 
the powers, places a new and most im- 
portant condition upon this European 
movement, and one which may fully 
defeat it. It has been known here that 
Great Britain was holding out 
strenuously against any tender of me- 
diation on the ground that it would 
look like outside pressure to force the 
hand of the United States. The atti-

THE POPE'S FAILURE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

LONDON, April 5.—A_ special dis- 
patch from Rome published here this 
afternoon, says a telegram received 
at the Vatican from the United States 
has announced the failure of the Pope’s 
intervention. It says that President 


McKinley showed himself extremely 
sensitive of the intiative taken by 


the pontiff, but {t was Impossible for 
him to overcome the prejudice. 
though it may be unjust, entertained 
by a majority of the American peo- 
ple against the Vatican's intervention 
in political affairs. 

LATER:—Th message from the 
United States to the Pope, which is al- 
leged to have heen sent by President 
McKinley, added that he was opposed 
to war now, as in the past, and would 
still do all possible to avoid having 
recourse to such a “lamentalde ex- 
pedient,”” which he considered to be 
‘unworthy of civilized countries,” but 
he could not do so against the sen- 
which claiméd the 
independence of Cuba and a cessation 
of the horrors which have been going 
on for three years in the island.

IRELAND'S SECRECY. 


Cummunication Begun { The Archbishop is “Secretly Housed 


ant Washington. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. |} 

WASHINGTON, April 5.—[Exchusive 
Dispatch.} A special to the Herald 
says Archbishop Ireland is so secretly 
housed here that only those whom he 
desires to see can get at him. He has 
been here since Friday. He sees no 
one except those with whom he has 
business. If he succeeds, he will be 
the greatest figure in. the Catholic 
church in this country, and his influ- 
ence will be practically unkimited, both 
in America and with the Vatican. 

It is a peaceful mission, but includes 
“peace with honor.” Naturally the ex- 
act terms of his negotiations are kept a 
profound secret. For ecclesiastical rea- 
sons, as well as political, it was deter- 
mined that Mer. Martinelli, apostolic 
delegate, should not be called into this 
matter in any maner whatever. Not 
a line has passed between the Vatican 
and the delegation concerning the pro- 
posed mediation of the Pope. In the 
future, as in the past, he will have 
nothing to do with it. 

Archbishop Ireland will remain in 
the city for several days, during which 
he will have entire charge of the mat- 
ter, 

SEES DAY. ABOUT IT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Archbishop 
Ireland came to the State Department 
at 12:30 o’clock today. He evidently 
had arranged for the call beforenand 
and was expected, for he was shown at 
once into Assistant Secretary 
room. To reporters who asked his mis- 
sion, Archbishop Ireland was evasive, 
and said he came simply to pay his re- 
spects. 

Assistant Secretary Day said at noon 
that there had been no mediation or 
inte vention of other powers.

The plan of operation is as follows: 
The flying squadron will not await an 
actual! declaration of war, nor recogni- 
tion by Congress that a state of war 
existed since the blowing-up of the 
Maine, ner even the adoption by the 
two houses of a resolution authorizing — 
forcible intervention by this country in 
the affairs of Cuba. 

If Schley’s squadron meets the flotilla 
it will capture and destroy it: 2 
meets the cruiser fleet, the squadron 
will also fight it. It will, whether it 
meets either of these fleets, proceed to 
its destination, the Canaries. These 
islands will be made the base of the 
operations of this country against 
Spain, and they will be captured at 
once and be supplied with coal and mu- 
nitions for the fleets of the United 
States. 

If the torpedo flotilla escapes the 
squadron, Schley has orders to proceed 
to the Canaries without the loss of time 
in searching the Atlantic for these 
fugitive boats, and seize the Canaries 
as soon as possible and hold them for 
the purpose in view. 

A part of the plan consists in co- 
operation at once of the fleet under 
Capt. Sampson with the flying squad- 
ron, and as soon as the latter starts for 
the Canaries Sampson will sail for Ha- 
vana, seal up that harbor with a few 
vessels and pass on to meet the two 
Spanish squadrons.

This attitude, assumed only after 
every other peaceful resource had: been 
exhausted, involves the submission py 
the President, with the express sanction 
of Congress, of an ultimatum "to Spain,

Cuba. Should this ultimatum be re. 
jected by the Madrid government. the 
President, under instructions from Con-

The message will deal exclusively 
with tthe efforts of American diplomacy 
for two years or more past to mitl- 
gate the horrors of war in Cuba, and 
obtain from Spain by friendly repre- 
sentation guarantees of the restoration 
of order and protection of American 
property and interests. It will show 
that, instead.of being mitigated, the 
barbarities inflicted ,.upon a noncom- 
batant population have, until within 
a very recent period, been steadily in- 
tensified.,and the failure of the Span- 
ish authorities to ‘maintain a stable 
civil administration and afford protec- 
tion to life and commerce has betome 
gradually more and more pronounced. 

The starvation of thousands of non- 
combatants through the operation of 
the policy of reconcentration; the de- 
struction of the battleship Maine in 
Havana Harbor, and the wholesale 
stoppage of trade and industry in many 
parts of the island will be cited and 
urged as evidence of the total break- 
down of Spanish authority in Cuba, and 
the virtual return of many of its prov- 
inces to a state of political and civil 
anarchy. 

It will be shown that Spain, refusing 
to admit her inability longer to contro! 
the island and withholding concessions 
which alone offer hope of revival of 
civil order and restoration of peace and 
tranquillity, and failing to offer repara- 
tion for the loss of American lives and 
property, has fully and fairly justified 
this country in intervening, by armed 
force if necessary, to end a situation 
which has become intolerable in Amer- 
ican eyes, if not in the eyes of the 
whole civilized world. 

Positive intervention is therefore ex- 
pected to be recommended by the 
President as the true and necessary 
American policy. But intervention on 
such broadly humanitarian and politi- 
cal grounds involves obvious responsi- 
bilities on this country’s part to see the 
last state of the island shall not be- 
come worse, politically and materially, 
than its first. 

The Spanish flag hauled down, it will 
behove the intervening power to have 
no other raised which does not guaran- 
tee the permanent return of peace and 
civil order.

A REVOLT BREWING, 


CONGRESS LIKELY TO HAVE A WAR 
OF ITS OWN. 


Two Factions in the Senate—One for 
Independence With Intervention 
and the Other for Intervention 
Alone—Conflict of Opinion in the 
House. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 5.—A debate 
which oceurred in the executive session 
of the Senate late this afternoon would 
indicate that no matter what was the 
character of the resolution to come 
from the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, the resolution would cause a 
serious and perhaps prolonged discus- 
ston. It emphasized the fact that there 
are two elements in the Senate—one for 
independence with intervention, and 
the other for intervention alone, and 
these two factions will fight vigorously 
for their ideas. : 

The relations of the United States 
with Spain was the uppermost topic 
in the executive session, and constitute 
the subject of many conferences among 
Senators. The activity was due to the 
announcement that the President’s 
message would recommend the adop- 
tion of a policy looking to intervention 
in Cuba on the part of the executive 
branch of the government rather than 
the recognition of independence, and to 
an effort to make smooth the way for 
the reception of such a report. 

The executive session developed the 
fact that much opposition would be 
made to the acceptance of a policy in 
line with the President’s desires. The 
question was raised by Senator Allen, 
who made a long speech predicting 


‘| much dissatisfaction in the country at 


large with a policy on the part of the 
Executive that did not go to the extent 
of giving the Cubans their entire inde- 
pendence of the mother country. 

Senator Allen was followed by other 
Senators in the same line, and the fact 
was made very evident that if the 
Committee on Foreign Relations should 
bring in a resolution merely complying 
with the President’s request, and stop- 
ping short of a declaration for inde- 
pendence, there would be an effort in 
the Senate to amend it so as to accom- 
plish this end. 

A resolution was offered that the en- 
tire Cuban question should be consid- 
ered behind closed doors on account of 
the probability of utterances which 
would afford information to the enemy. 
This proposition was debated, but with- 
out reaching a conclusion. 

While the Senate was in executive 


was considering what weuld be done in 
case resolutions should be reported pro- 
viding for recognition of independence. 
This faction was composed of what is 
known as the the conservative element 
on the Republican side of the Senate. 
The conference was held in Senator 
Aldrich’s committee room and among 


Platt of Connecticut, Spooner, Hale, 
Fairbanks and Aldrich.

POLO IS HOPEFUL, 


HIS JUDGMENT INCLINES HIM TO 
BELIEVE IN PEACE. 


Authentic Interview With the Span- 
ish Minister—Thinks Earnest- 


ness and Strength Should Be 
Tempered With Calm Judgment, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 5.—The Span- 
ish Minister, Sefior Polo y Bernabe, was 
seen at the Spanish Legation today 
and consented to talk on the present 
conditon of affairs. He spoke freely 
and at times with intense earnestness, 
The interview is authoritative through- 
out. 

“I am still hopeful of peace,’ said he, 
“that may seem optimistic at a moment 
when such passions are aroused, such 
naval and miltary operations are going 
on and when the current of public sen- 
timent seems to be that war is inevit- 
able. I cannot say that I base my 
view that peace will prevail upon any 
direct or official information. On the 
contrary I express by individual judg- 
ment based solely on the conviction 
that in these enlightened days two self- 
respecting nations, made up of men 
and women of high aspirations and 
noble instincts, cannot and will not 
resort to that last and brutal expedient 
of war. It would be too wanton, too 
criminal, too offensive to all the dic- 
tates of civlization and Christianity 
for such an awful consequence to be 
brought about. | 

“To be sure, I cannot close my eyes 
to certain obvious circumstances exist- 
ing both here and in Spain. At times 
these inclined me to share the popular 
view that the relations between the two 
countries were fast approaching an ir- 
reconcilable issue. And yet at no time 
has it seemed to me, nor does it seem, 
that the issue has progressed beyond 
the bounds of a reasonable and just 
settlement, alike honorable to both gov- 
ernments,”’ 

After presenting the case of Spain in 
a dispassionate manner, the Minister 
added: “Despite the animosities. 
aroused, I believe that calm counsel 
will yet prevail, and that the United 
States and Spain will be able to solve 
this problem on a basis just and honor- 
able to all concerned and without re- 
course to arms. I fully recognize the 
earnestness, patriotism and _ intense 
vigor of the American people, but I feel 
that it is not improper for me to sug- 
gest that at such a profoundly solemn 
moment, earnestness and_ strength

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Assistant 
Secretary Day was at the White House 
by ~ 8:30 o’clock this morning, and 
went over the situation with the Presi- 
dent. The latter had not gone down to 
breakfast, but as usual, received Judge 
Day immediately and the two con- 
sulted together for a quarter of an 
hour.

Union Iron Works will be launched 
early in June and be ready for active 
service early in August.

RESTIVE SENATORS, 


Foreign Relations Committee De- 
cideed to Wait Another Day... 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, April 5.—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations met 
today for the especial purpose of de- 
ciding whether the committee should 
make its report on the Cuban situation 
today or postpone that action until the 


'President’s message shall be received. 


There is great impatience over the de- 
lay on the part of some of the mem- 
bers of the committee, notably Senator 
Frye, who has urged that every day of 
postponement was valuable time lost. 
These Senators wanted to report Mon- 
day, and they were restrained with 


great difficulty on the promise that the 


- message in all probability would be sent 


in today. 

Other members of the committee, 
while quite as anxious, felt that the 
President should be given the+-time ab- 
solutely necessary to prepare his mes- 
sage, and later have shown a dispo- 
sition to extend this time so as to get 
our Consuls out of Cuba safely. This 
latter necessity was urged upon the 
committee quite strenuously today, and 
had a perceptible effect in influencing 
its members. Senator Davis had seen 
Assistant Secretary Day by appoint- 


ment previous to the meeting of the 


committee, and was able to give quite 
positive assurance that the way would 
be entirely clear for the message to be 
sent tomorrow. 

Senator Frye also had a conference 
with the President and, it is understood, 
showed a disposition to allow time ab- 
solutely necessary to take care of the 
consuls. 

In view of all the circumstances, the 
committee lost little time in reaching 
a conclusion today to delay its report 
until the message should be received to- 
morrow. The document will be referred 
to the committee immediately upon his 
presentation in the Senate, and it will 
be reported back to the Senate as 
promptly as circumstances will permit. 

The only circumstance that may 
change the determination of the com- 


mittee to report in favor of indepen- 


dence and intervention is the possibility 
of the President’s recommending a con- 
trary course. Such a recommendation 
would cause the committee to stop and 
reflect, and might have the effect of 
changing its course. 

The Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions has not so far considered in de- 
tail the possibility of having to change 
the form of the resolution already 
agreed upon, for the reason that the 
members believe that the message will 
be of a character to leave them per- 
fectly free to act as they have already 
resolved to do. They profess to be 
without positive information as to 
what course the President will pursue, 
but some express’ the opinion that -he 
will recommend intervention without 
recognition of independende, and if 
he should do so some of the members 
of the committee would be willing to 
change the verdict already agreed upon 
for the reason that recognition might 
lead to more complications. 

Senator Lodge is one of the Cuban 
sympathizers on the committee who 
would support a change to comply with 
@ Presidential recommendation.

CABINET CONFERENCE, 


UNUSUAL DIFFICULTY IN OBTAIN. 
ING DETAILS OF IT, 


President’s Message Discussed Quite 
Fully—No Recommendation for 
the Independence of Cuba—Im. 
portant Reason Therefor, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 5.—The Cabi- 
net meeting today was not of unusual 
duration, but extreme difficulty was en- 
countered in obtaining details concern- 
ing it. A Cabinet officer, however, au- 
thorized this much: The situation on 
the Spanish affair remains unchanged. 
The President’s message is practically 
completed, and is now being copied. 
The present purpose is to send it to 
Congress tomorrow. The message and 
the general condition of affairs was 
discussed, of course, quite freely, Lut 
no changes had appeared which re- 
quired any elaborate discussion. 

After the Cabinet meeting it was 
learned that. it is practically settled 
that in his forthcoming message the 
President will not make any recom- 
mendation looking to the immediate 
recognition of Cuban independence. The 
withholding of this recommendation is 
not because of indifference to the 
Cuban cause, but is based upon the 
fact, as the President views it, that 
the insurgents have not established 
any government of their own, or such 
a government, at least, as would war- 
rant the United States, under the 
well-defined principles of international 
law, in taking such a step. 

It is urged in support of this view 
that by recognizing Cuba as an inde- 
pendent government, the United States 
must under certian circumstances be 
placed at a great disadvantage. In 
case this government should take 
possession of the island and 
the insurgents. should see fit 
to inflict capital punishment’ vupon 
members of the present Autonomist 
government or other persons against 
whom they might have special enmity, 
this government, having recognized 
their independence, would then be pow- 
erless to prevent any action the Cuban 
government might see fit to take. The 
better and safer way, it is argued, 
would be for the United States to take 
control of the island, if necessary, to 
prevent further bloodshed and ad- 
minster its affairs, or at least supervise 
its administration in the interest of 
justice and humanity until Spain and 
Cuba themselves, if possible, have set- 
tled the whole question. What further 
action shall be taken will be dictated 
by the facts and conditions as they 
present themselves. 

The situation of our consular of- 
ficers, it was thought, required that 
care be exercised on their behalf. The 
Cabinet had this matter under discus- 
sion.

NEW MILITARY RESERVATION, 


The Government May Utilize Its 
Land at Chickamauga Park. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 5.—The War 
Department and the generals of the 
army are considering the question of 
utilizing the éleven square miles which 
the government owns at the Chicka- 
mauga Military Park as the pojnt for 
concentrating troops in the South for 
organization and instruction, and also 
as the location of such reserves as may 


be needed for the Gulf and South At- 
lantic fortifications from New Orleans 
to Charleston. Such portions of the re- 
serve as might be needed could reach 
any of these fortifications in twelve 
hours from Chickamauga. When not 
needed, they will be in more healthful 
quarters than on the coast in hot 
weather. 

There are 5000 acres of open woods, 
from which all underbrush has been re- 
moved, and 1600 acres of dry fields, the 
whole suitable for establishing camps. 
Eight artesian wells have been sunk 
in such places as to afford the best re- 
sults for camps. Locations for four 
more of these wells have just been se- 
lected by, the commission, and prepara- 
tions have been made for sinking them 
at once in case the decision for military 
concentration there is reached. Mean- 
time 20,000 troops can be provided with 
excellent camps. 7

SIGSBEE BEFORE THEM. 


Members of House Foreign Relations 
Committee Take Testimony.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—The House 

Committee on Foreign Affairs met at 

10:30 o’clock this morning. Capt. Sigs- 

bee, Admiral Irwin and several experts 

in explosives had been summoned to 
give testimony regarding the blowing- 
up of the Maine. 


Representative Quigg of New York 
before he entered the committee-room, 
said that Spain would be held re- 
sponsible for the blowing-up of the 
Maine. He is in favor of reporting a 
resolution instructing the President 
to drive Spain from the Western Hemi- 
sphere. 

“I think there should be concerted 
action between the Executive and the 
two houses of Congress,”’ said he. ‘‘The 
President should call both committees 
to the White House this afternoon 
and read the message to them. The 
message should hold Spain strictly 
accountable, and the answer of Con- 
gress should be a resolution directing 
him to drive Spain from the Western 
Hemisphere. That resolution should 
be reported to both houses tomorrow 
immediately after the message goes in, 
ni in my opinion, passed without de- 

ate.”’ 

It has developed that the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs made a 
tentative proposition to tthe Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations to 
meet in joint session to secure con- 
certed action, but up tto the present 
time, the Senate committee has not 
accepted the invitation. The commit- 
tee is to meet tonight again to prepare 
the text of the resolutions to be sub- 
mitted to the House. The members of 
the committee, from the informattion 
they have, believe war is inevitable 
unless Spain makes a square back- 
down. An intimation is thrown out 
that a declaration of war will not be 
made just yet in any event, because 
Consul-General Lee has cabled that it 
will. require several davs to get the 
Americans off the island.

THREE TREATY PORTS. 


MR. BALFOUR ENUMERATES BRIT- 
AIN’S CONCESSION HARVEST. 


Hints What May Happen When 
China Disintegrates — Pats Her 
Majesty’s Government's Hack 
for Its General “Unselfish Pol- 
icy’—Harcourt’s Satirical Reply. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

LONDON, April 5.--(By Atlantic 
Cable.] The House of Commons was 
crowded today with people anxious to 
hear the statement of Mr. Balfour, 
Acting Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, on the subject of the situation 
in the Far Bast. 

Mr. Balfour enumerated the conces- 
sions obtained by Great’ Britain, 
namely, that the region of the Yang 
Tse Kiang should not be alienated by 
any foreign power; that the successor 
of Sir Robert Hart, as director of the 
Chinese imperial maritime customs is 
to be an Englishman, and that access 
to the inland waters is to be had by 
ships of all nations. 

A fourth concession, Mr. Balfour 
continued, occurred only a day or 
two ago, namely, the opening of three 
new treaty ports, Funing, Ycchau and 
Chin Wang. This, according to Mr. 
Balfour, was a considerable harvest 
for two month’s negotiations. 

Relative to the German acquisition 
of railroads, Mr. Balfour said that 
wherever they were constructed, they 
must be a benefit to British commerce. 

He believed neither Germany nor 
Russia had any intention of depriving 
Great Britain of any of her treaty 
rights in China. 

Germany had given assurances that 
the country occupied by her would 
be open to the commerce of the whole 
world. The interests of Germany and 
Great Britain in China were identical. 
and he .believed the two countries 
would be able to work hand in hand. 
Russia had also given assurances, but 
he was bound to submit that the form 
of those assurances had changed. 

Touching upon Wei Hai Wei, Mr. 
Balfour said that Russita having se- 
cured Port Arthur on the maritime 


approach ‘to Peking, Great Britain had 


occupied Wei Hai 
ters. 

The speaker added that had Russia 
confined herself to obtaining an _ ice- 
free commercial port of a terminus 
for herrailroad no complaint would 
have been made. But, unfortunately, 
Russia determined to obtain control of 
Port Arthur, which was not and could 
not be made a. commercial port. As 
soon as Great Britain heard of the ne- 
gotiations she laid her views closely 
before Russia and expressed her sense 
of the evil they were bringing upcn 
China. 

Continuing, Mr. Balfour said: “We 
offered, if they would abstain from 
taking Port Arthur, to ourselves give a 
corresponding pledge to tike no port 
on the Gulf of Pe Chi Li. But our 
offer was not accepted, and _ so, on 
March 23, we informed Russia that we 
should feel ourselves free to take the 
necessary steps to safeguard our in- 
terests, and Great Britain has _ since 
obtained a lease of Wei Hai Wei on the 
game terms as those by which Russia 
secured Port Arthur. Wei Hai Wei is 
the only port on the Gulf of Pe Chi Li 
which might balance the possession of 
Port Arthur. While port Arthur is 
stronger. the accommedat’on at Wei 
Hai Wei is inestimably greater, and 
by taking Wei Hai Wei under our pro- 
tection we prevent the Gulf of Pe Chi 
Li from falling under the maritime 
control of one power, and thus de- 
fend ovr interests.” 

Relative to the security of the future, 
Mr. Balfour said it could not be de- 
nied that the indications were that 
China might collapse, and, with fur- 


Wei to balance mat- 


ther decay, fragments might be 
snapped up by various powers. But it 
would be a mistoke to allow: Great 


Britain’s policy to be governed bv re- 
mote contingencies, adding: ‘““‘We desire 
to maintain the integrity of China, so 
far as possible, but it must be réeol- 
lected that the future will prebab'y 
have strange surprises in stor.” 

Mr. Balfour also said tne governirent 
thought Russia had pursued an unfcr- 
tunate course in takig Port Arthur, 
which, as Russia herself said in 1895, 
when Japan proposed to occupy it, 


would, in the hands of any foreign 
power, constitute a menace to the 
capital of China. In conclusion, he 
said: 


“The balance of power in the Far 
East may be far different when the 
disintegration of China has occurred. 
The time may come when the great 
powers will say that China shall not 
fall into the hands of any one power, 
and to embark now on a difficult and 
costly enterprise in order to ward off 
a remote and doubtful danger would 
be political folly. Her Majesty’s gov- 
ernment asks the country to indorse 
this policy with more confidence, he- 
cause we know that Great Britain has 
the sympathy .of the great commercial 
community throughout the world. 
[Cheers.] I believe the time may come 
when the great commercial powers will 
join in-an alliance to prevent China 
falling a prey to any exclusive influ- 
ence, and I am convinced that Great 
Britain, by continuing her present un- 
selfish policy of opening to all what 
she secures for herself, will build up in 
Europe, not less than in America, a 
body of public international opinion 
which will be more powerful than any 
hasty action Great Britain might take 
at the present moment.” 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, the 
Liberal leader in the House, replied to 
Mr. Balfour. Sir William spoke satiri- 
cally of the policy. He said the treaty 
of Tien Tsin gave British ships the 
right to use any port in China, and he 
expressed the desire to know, specific- 
ally, whether that right was to he in- 
fringed. Continuing, the Libera] leader 
asked for an explanation of the “re- 
markable change of p-licy upon the 
part of .the government” in taking a 
lease cf Wei Hai Wei and setting up a 
rival port with rival interests. 

He added that a military occupation 
of part of China might be necessary. 
but it could not be expedient, and it 
was impossible to believe the occupa- 
tion would be confined to the present 
limits. The Liberal leader concluded 
with calling for information regarding 
the intentions of Russia, Germany and 
France, and as to the relations bhe- 
tween Great Britain and Japan in view 
of the former's lease of Wei Hai Wel.

SENATORS FOR WAR. 


STRONG TALK FROM MESSRS. 
CHANDLER AND TURPIE. 


Mr. Tarner of Washington Makes a 
Speech in Advocacy of His 
Resolation,.

SCORES THE PEACE EFFORTS. 


CIVILIZATION PASSED THE SPAN- 
IARDS BY LONG AGO, 


Mr. Harris of Kansas and Mr. Kenney 
of Delaware Discuss the Topic 
of the Hour—Dull Day in 
the House. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—‘‘The United 
States ought immediately to declare 
war against Spain, and maintain that 
war until the people of Cuba are free 


and the government of the island firmly 
established as an independent repub- 
lic.” 

This utterance by Senator Chandler 
of New Hampshire in a carefully-pre- 
pared statement of his position on the 
Cuban crisis was the climax of an ex- 
tended discussion of the subject par- 
ticipated in by several members in the 
Senate this afternoon. 

‘Speeches had been delivered by Mr. 
Turner of Washington, Mr. Harris of 
Kansas and Mr. Kenney of Delaware, 
all of whom took strong grounds for 
vigorous and instant action by the 
United States. Indeed, Mr. Turner took 
substantially the same position as that 
of Mr. Chandler, basing his demand 
for action upon the Maine catastrophe. 

Profound attention was attracted by 
a speech delivered by Mr. Turpie, one 
of the members of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee. Briefly, but scath- 
ingly, he reviewed the Spanish conduct 
of Cuban affairs, and declared in the 
strongest terms for intervention that 
would mean something—that would 
drive Spain from control of every foot 
of territory in the Western Hemis- 
phere. The speech was ea clear, con- 
cise statement of the position in which 
this country had been placed by Span- 
ish outrages, insults and crimes. At 
the conclusion of the speeches on the 
Cuban question, the Senate resumed 
consideration of the Sundry Civil Bill, 
the only important progress made be- 
ing the adoption in. slightly-modified 
form of the committee amendment sus- 
pending the forestry reservation proc- 
lamation of 1897. 

Mr. Caffery of Louisiana presented a 
telegram from the commercial bodies 
of New Orleans, which he desired to 
have read. 
| “Is this one of the stereotyped tele- 
grams in favor of peace, which we are 
receiving at this time?” inquired Mr. 
Cockrell of Missouri. 

“If it were stereotyped, and if such 
telegrams were being sent from all 
parts of the country,”’ replied Mr. Caf- 
fery, “I should be very glad of it.” 

I suppose it is one of the peace 
telegrams,” said Mr. Cockrell, “as I 
hold in my hand one of a similar na- 
ture from the Republican City Ccin- 
mittee of Kansas City, Mo.” 

Mr. Platt of. Connecticut said that 
while he sympathized with the tenor of 
the telegrams, he did object to the in- 
sertion of such matters in the records. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Turner 
of Wiashington, declaring war agaiast 
Spain, was laid before the Senate, and 
its author took the floor in advocacy 
of it. The speech was brief, but was 
siven the most careful attention by 
both the galleries and the Senate. 

“The fateful question of peace or 
war,” he began, “belongs in its ast 
analysis to the Congress of ‘the United 
States. Believing -in this, I have no 
apology for the resolution I have of- 
fered. I have the greatest respect for 
the President and his office, but I have 
never been one to ‘bend the pregnant 
hinges of the knee that thrift might 
follow fawning.’ The time has now ar- 
rived when some expression ought to 
be made on this subject by this nation. 
A spectacle has heen made of th? 
United States in the whole matter. 

“With a diplomatic representative at 
Madrid,” declared Mr. Turner,’ com- 
plicating the business of this country 
and defeating even his own franuic ef- 
forts for peace at any price; With a 
private secretary, the alter ego of the 
President, circulating appeals through- 
out the country for petitions and me- 
morials tocontrolan unruly and unpa- 
triotic Congress, with the manner in 
which the fate of our battleship was 
treated by this country, with the fran- 
tic appeals for delay, it is net Suroris- 
ing that the American people are out- 
raged, and have given notice that they 
propose to take the whole matter into 
their own hands.” 

Discussing the Maine disaster, upon 
which Mr. Turner practically based his 
speech, he declared no reasonable man 
could fail to realize that the battle- 
ship was destroyed through the cow- 
ardice and perfidy of Spanish Officials, 
who, by their action, made their gov- 
ernment responsible for .the crime. 

The same officials who had laid the 
mine had anchored the Maine over it, 
and had exploded it. Th act was 
cowardly and perfidious in the ex- 
treme, and constituted warfare. Mr. 
Turner declared that it was imma- 
terial whose was the hand that sent 
the electric spark on its fatal mission. 
Spain was in every sense responsible 
for the act—an act that ought prop- 
erly to be resented by the United 
States. » Py

evler, Mr. Turner declared, 
the record of Spain had been one of 
murder and assassination, brutality 
and cruelty, rapine and arson. 

“The Snaniard of 1500 and the Span- 
lard of 1900 are one and the same indi- 
vidual,” he said. 

It had remained for the Maine disas- 
ter to demonstrate that civilization had 
passed the Spaniards by, and that they 
are now as ferocious, brutal, cunning 
and treacherous as they ever were. 
This government should act at once. 

Mr. Turner was in favor of a declara- 
tion of war, but expressed himself in 
-readiness to do anything that would 
drive the Spaniards from the Western 
Hemisphere, and he expressed the hope 
that, as a Senator of the United States 
he would very soon have an opportunity 
to cast his vote for a measure that 
would accomplish that result. 

A brief but pointed statement of his 
position on the Cuban question was 
then made by Mr. Harris of Kansas. 
He had prepared his speech, which he 
read from the manuscript. After re- 
viewing the position of the United 
States and Spain with reference to 
Cuba. he maintained that for a long 
time this country had been fully jus- 
tified in enforcing her demands hy 
armed fntervention. He declared that 


-ur wrath was a righteous wrath, and 


our action would net in anv sense he 
revenge. In conclusion, he said that a 
iust war promotes all that is highest 
and hest in the national life. 

Mr. Kinrev of Delaware followed with 
a strong appeal for the independence 
of the Cubans. After a’ discussion of 
the present critical situation he said 
if belligerent rights had beer 
granted to the insurgents two years 


bago, Cuba would now be freé, and prob-

ably untold misery, the horrors of war, 
and the expenditures of vast trouble. 
would have been avoided. In conclu- 
sion, after stating his reasons why the 
Spanish government should be held re- 
sponsible for the present condition, Mr. 
Kenney said that for all these reasons 
we ought to fieht, ahd for such causes 
the United States should declare war. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCTATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 5.—SENATE— 
Mr. Turner of Washington in the Sen- 
ate today made a vigorous speech in 
favor of Cuban freedom. He said the 
administration had not acted as it 
should, or it would have freed Cuba 
before this. He laid great stress upon 
the destruction of the Maine, saying 
that Spain was responsible. He would 
cheerfully vote for a declaration of 
war. He said that Spain was a nation 
of cruelty, deceit and blood.. The gal- 
leries of the Senate were crowded, 
despite a°*snow and sleet storm, 

Mr. Harris of Kansas followed Mr. 
Turner. “The Cubans has earned lib- 
erty by blood and tears,” he said. He 
charged the destruction of the Maine 
to official treachery .on the part of 
Spain. That blackest crime of all na- 
tions. he declared, would not be ‘al- 
lowed to become a mere incident. Mr. 
Harris was applauded by the galler- 
ies when he concluded. 

Mr. Deboe of Kentucky said his State 
was united in favor of Cuban inde- 


pendence, and that the people of Cuba 
deserved the sympathy of the civil- 
ized world. 

Mr. Kenney of Delaware said that 


had the resolution of belligerency been 
passed by the House, Cuba would have 
been free and the loss of lives and mil- 
lions of treasure saved. Those who re- 
fused to pass the resolution Were re- 
sponsible before the country. Mr. hKen- 
ney said the destruction of the Maine 
was the crime of the “hineteenth cen- 


tury. War was hell, but it would be 
better than the hell in Cuba; better 
than the hell of February 15. No 


longer should go unavenged the blood- 
shed in Havana Harbor. No longer 
should diplomatic claptrap stop venge- 
ance for innocent blood or prevent Cu- 
ban freedom. 

Mr. Chandler of New Hampshire fol- 
lowed Mr. Kenney and was listened 
to with great interest. He said: 

“The United States ought immedi- 
ately to declare war against Spain, and 
to maintain that war until the people 
of Cuba are made free from Spanish 
starvation and cruelty, and the govern- 
ment of ‘the island finally established 
as an independent republic. The rea- 
sons for declaring war are aparent to 
the world. Spain has justly ferfeited 
all title to all representations in the 
Western Hemisphere by prolonged mis- 


government therein. Unjust taxation 
caused the French revolution, the 
American revolution and the Cuban 


revolution. 


“As France helped the Americans, 


so the United States should help Cuba. 


Spain has lost all her right to sup- 
press the Cuban rebellion by resorting 
to inhuman methods of warfare; con- 
tinuous murder of persons suspected 
of dislovalty and the deliberate starv- 
ation of noncombatants. Spain has 
surrendered all claims to the forbear- 
ance of the United States by disregard- 
ing all friendly remonstrances, by prac- 
ticing deceit through false promises 
of local government for Cuba, by in- 
sulting the President of the United 
States and by destroying, through the 
explosion of a Mine, the Maine and 
the lives of 260 American sailors while 
the ship was under the protection of 
Spain. 

“Spain having thus begun the war, 
the United States ought to accept the 
issue without waiting for the enemy 
to concentrate all her fleet in American 
waters. We have an army and navy 
equal to the emergency. For no juster 
cause, with no better motives, did any 
nation ever take up arms. We may 
vote for the coming declaration with 
clear consciences and hopeful anticipa- 
tions of success, having performed a 
high duty to humanity, civilization and 
liberty, to the United States and to 
the Cuban Republic.” 

Mr. Turple of Indiana, a member of 
the Foreign Relations Committee, fal- 
lowed. He said it was the duty of the 
American Congress to intervene for the 
Cuban Republic. The United States has 
maintained a blockade for Spain at a 
great cost. The government of Cuba 
ought to be recognized, maintained and 
supported. Mr. Turpie said it had cost 
us millions to shut off the supply of 
ammunition which would have enabled 
the Cuban government to secure its 
freedom. He said it was only the Span- 
ish Moloch which would say: ‘Suffer 
little children to come to me, and we 
will starve you to death.” 

The Senator then took up the Maine 
incident, and said the Spanish author- 
ities had made no attempt to discover 
the perpetrators of the crime. The 
destruction of the Maine was an insult 
which could only be repaired by making 
it impossible for it to occur again, by 
placing Cuba and Havana out of the 
power of Spain forever. 

Mr. Turpie said the cause of the war 
was Spanish sovereignty and dominion 
in Cuba, and until this was removed 
there could be no peace. He concluded 
at 1:30 o'clock and the Senate took up 
the Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill. 
~The Sundry Civil Bill amendment 
suggested by the committee vacating 
the executive order of February 22, 189s, 
setting aside large tracts of land in the 
Western States for forest reservations, 
was considered on the basis of Mr. 
Chandler’s suggestion, amending the 
amendment so as to limit the revoca- 
tion to a year. 

After an extended debate, Mr. Chand- 
ler’s amendment was defeated, and the 
committee amendment adopted, both 
without division. The committee 
amendment is so modified as to provide 
that it should not in any way abridge 
the right of the President to set aside 
a forest reservation under the law. An 
amendment affecting the land grant of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad Company 
and allowing purchasers to select equa) 
quantities of public lands elsewhere 
was also discussed at length. It was 
agreed to, with a provision that it 
should not be construed as recognizing 
the ‘‘Northern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany” as the legal successor to the 
“Northern Pacific Railroad” as‘ regards 
the land grants. 

The Sundry Civil Bill was then laid 
aside, and a joint resolution providing 
for the erection in this city of a monu- 
ment to the late Albert Pike, to be 
presented to the United States by the 
Scottish-rite Masons of the southern 
jurisdiction of this country, was 
adopted. The Senate then, at 4:05 p.m., 
went into executive session and soon 
thereafter adjourned. 

EXECUTIVE SESSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 5.—At 6:10 

o’clock this afternoon the Senate ad- 
journed. The executive session was 
devoted to the consideration of whether 
the report of the Foreign Relations 
Committee should be considered in open 
session or in executive session. No con- 
clusion was reached. 
-HOUSE—The crowds which thronged 
the galleries of the House today were 
disappointed. There were no outbreaks 
of any kind on the floor on the Cuban 
question. The whole day was spent on 
the private calendar, with the result 
that several bills were passed, among 
them one to pay the heirs of John 
Roach, the shigbuilder, $330,000 im a 
claim which has been pending a dozen 
years, and another to pay O. C. Bosby- 
shell, superintendent of the Philadel- 
phia mint, $17,000 extracted from the 
gold vaults by a weigh clerk. At & 
o'clock the House recessed until 8 p.m., 
the evening session to be devoted .to 
private pension bills. 

At the night session twenty-three 
private pension bills were favorably 
acted upon, and at 10:30 p.m. the House 
adjourned.

Archhishop of Lima Reanacitated 
After Hreving ipparentiy Died, 
fASSOCTATED PRESS DAY KEPORT. J 


NEW -YOoRK, April 5.—A dispateh 
to the Herald from Lima, Peru, says: 
“Intense excitement prevails here over 
what» many citizens consider the mi- 
raculous resurrection of the archbishop 


of Lima, the Most Rev. Manuel Badenl, 


After an illhess -Insting many weeks, 
the Archbishop apparently expired at 
noen on Saturday last. He was seized 
with a paroxvsm, and as he fell back 
in Led those in attendance quickly felt 
his pulse and listened for his breath- . 
ing. toth, it wes said, ceased, and 
the archbishop was declared dead. 

Immediately word was passed 
through the city that the prelate had 
expired. Bells were tolled throughout 
Lima, a guard of honor was placed 
about the palace and arrangements 
for the funeral were begun. 

Physicians who were present at the 
time when the archbishop a@pnarently 


expired were not entirely satisfied that 
life was extinct, and on the bare chance 
of reviving their distinguished patient 
they determined to resort to herole 
measures. 

They injected caffeine and ether, and 

at 1 o'clock in the afternoon scarcely 
a half hour after his pulse had ceased. 
the archhishop opened his eyes lane- 
guidiy and gazed on the expectant 
group which surrounded his bedside. 
Consternation prevailed for an 
stant and even the physicians were 
surprised. Then extraordinary efforts 
were male to restore him. These were 
fairly successful and the archbishop 
was able to thank those present for 
their care. The doctors say that the 
archbishop has a peculiar physical or- 
ganization, and this.fact is responsible 
for the announcement of his death. 

At furthest it will be only a few 


‘days before the prelate is carried off, 


for he !s weak and sinking rapidly. 

Meantime, many fanatical persons ine 
sist that a miracle has been performed, 
and are accordingly in a very excited 
state of mind.

THE DESTRUCTION OF THE MAINE AN 
ACT OF WAR. 

Senator Perkins stated the situation 
correctly when he declared in the Sen- 
ate on Monday, without quibble or 
equivocation, that the destruction of 
the battleship Maine in Havana Har 
bor on February 15 was an act of war. 
The evidence is steadily growing 
stronger that Spanish officials were re- 
dastardly and 
treacherous act, which could hardly 
have been committed by private indi- 
viduals. The findings of our naval 
court plainly and conclusively estab- 
lished the fact that the Maine was 
blown up by a submarine mine or tor- 
pedo, and this could not have been 
accomplished without the consent or 
active connivance of officials of the 
Spanish government. This being tho 
case, Spain must be held responsible 
for the disaster. 

Senator Perkins’s speech was logical, 
pointed, and patriotic. It faithfully 
reflects the sentiments of his con- 
stituency and of the country. The 
destruction of our battleship, in itself, 
constitutes a casus belli. It is not a 
proper subject for arbitration nor for 
indemnity. ‘The Maire disaster is 
of the case 
against Spain. Logically, it should be 
made the basis of the declaration of 
war. If intervention in Cuba, and the 
island’s independence, are to come, 
they should logically follow as the re- 
sult of our demand upon Spain for | 
reparation for the destruction of our 
sailors and our battleship. That was 
an unparalleled act of treachery, for 
which Spain should be made to pay 
dearly. The whole Cuban question 
will come in for settlement before the 
conflict is ended, and Cuban freedom 
may be regarded as virtually an as- 
sured fact. But the blowing-up of 
the Maine affords the most logical mo- 
tive and cue for action.

to offer mediation between the United 
States and Spain in the pending crisis. 
The action of England has had the ef- 
fect of throwing a very large and a 
very wet blanket upon the movement, 
and it is likely to defeat it alfodgether. 
At all events, the holding aloof of 
England will emasculate the move- 
ment and render it nugatory. Even 
should the continental powers enter 
into a “concert,” with the object of 


' taking a hand in the Cuban matter— 


and that they will do so is extremely 
doubtful—no influence which they 
could exert, in the absence of English 
cooperation, would affect the situation. 

The moral support of England for 
our Cuban policy is practically  as- 
sured. While the United States could 
probably take care of itself in any 
eventuality, the passive support of 
England will be to us a tower of 
Strength. The friendly attitude of our 
kinsmen across the sea in the present 
emergency is something which Amer- 
icans will long remember. It will go 
far toward obliterating any feeling of 
resentment which yet remains because 
of past differences. It will go far to- 
ward cementing the ties of kinship 
between the two great English-speak- 
ing naticns, and will aid in bringing 
about closer relations than have here- 
tofore subsisted between them. That 
these great nations should be brought 
closer and closer together, in the pro- 
cesses of national evolution, is mani- 
fest destiny. In this direction lie the 
vital interests of each, and there is 
no reason why they should stand 
apart. 

It is more than probable that the 
action of England in refusing to join 
the other European powers in the pro- 
posed movement for mediation, will 
tend strongly to widen the breach. -be- 
tween England and the contineutal 
powers, which has been slowly develop- 
ing for years. But this loss—if it may 
be called so—will be more than com- 
pensated for by the establishing of 
closer relations, and the building up 
of a more friendly feeling, between 
England and the United States. 

We may safely count on the sym- 
pathy and moral support of England 
in the present emergency. 
nothing more, and thore is little like- 
lihood that we will need anything 
more in the present case. But if the 
war with Spain, which now seems in- 
evitable, should lead to complications 
involving one or more of the nations 
of Europe, the physical support of 
England would Coubtless be proffered, 
in a supreme emergency, as freely as 
her moral support is now tendered us. 
Therefore— 


‘Let us speak with each other face to face, 
And answer as man to man, 


But free men can.”’ 


AN UNWISE MEASURE. 

Two Diils in regard to arid public 
lands are now before the Senate. One 
of them cedes all the lands uncondi- 
tionally to the States in which they are 
Situated, and the other provides for 
ecssion after certain preparations shall 
have been made by the States to re- 
deem the lands, such as the division 
of each tract inio irrigation districts 
and the construction of reservoirs. 

The first of these measures is alto- 
gether objectionable. As Ties 
has frequently shown, the granting of 
these arid lands unconditionally to the 
States wouid siinply mean the present- 
ing cf this last great remnant of Un- 
cle Sam's free dcimain to speculators, 
who would grow rich while the people 
would be ceprived of their last chance 
to obtain homesiecads at a nominal 
‘price. The second measure, while 
least objectionable, is far less. desir- 
able than the proposed reclamation 
of the arid lands by the government 
itself.

in no event shall the United States be

“See. 6. That any State or Territory 
desiring to avail itseif of the provisions 
of this act may, through its governor, 
from time to time file in the United 
State Land Office of the district in 
which the lands arc situate an appli- 
cation for the temporary segregation 
of the tract or tracts of land which the 
State or Territory proposes to reelaim. 
pending the surveying and mapping 
of.the same, which application shall 
be under oath, and shall state that 
there is sufficient amount of water 
available for the irrigation of said 
lands. Upon the filing of such an ap- 
plication the lands applied for shall 
be withdrawn from entry for the period 
of six months. 

“See. 7. That within the period of 
six months from the filing of such an 
application the State or Territory, 
through its governor, shall file in the 
oftice of the Secretary of the Interior a 
map of the lands proposed to be re- 
claimed, which shall exhibit a plan 
showing the mode of the contem- 
plated irrigation and the source of the 
water to be used for irrigation. If the 
State or Territory shall fail to file 
said map and plan within said period 
of six months, then such lands. at the 
diseretion of the Secretary of the In- 
terior, shall revert to the public do- 
main. 

“Sec. 8. That if the Secretary of the 
Interior shall approve said map and 
plan and the practicability of such en- 
terprise, the State or Territory shall 
have ten years from the date of such 
approval in which to cause to be re- 
claimed said tract of land, and upon 
such approval it shall be conlusively 
presumed that such tract is arid lancs: 
but if the State or Territory shall fail, 
within said ten years, to cause said 
tract of land to be reclaimed, then 
said land, at the discretion of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, shall revert to 
the public domain.” | 


It will be seen from this that the 
States first have six months to file 
maps and so forth, and after that they 
have ten years to reclaim the land. 
This would open the door to afi im- 
mense amount of duplicity and fraud. 
Does any one suppose that in case a 
State or Territory should not have 
lived up to its agreement by the end 
of ten years, the land in question 
would at once revert to the national 
government? 

The Shafroth Bill should have the 
active opposition of all who realize the 
great wrong which it would work upon 
the American people. 


Now that the Council has’ put a 
quietus on All Fools’ night, there seems 
to be no reason why all hands should 
not take hold with vigor and help to 
make our annual fiesta a rousing suc- 
cess.

HOW THE UNITED STATES HAS 


FORGED AHEAD 


In Making War Preparations—The 
Tremendous Activity Recently 
Shown on Land and Sea—Gath- 
ering of the Fleets—Increased 
Artillery. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 
WASHINGTON, March 31.—When the 
history of the past month comes to be 
written it will show an almost un- 
paralleled effort to prepare for suddden 
and unexpected war. The quantity of 
work that has been compressed into a 
few weeks would require volumes to 
catalogue even in the briefest terms. A 
mere synopsis would fill columns. 

Among the more important matters 
attended to may be mentioned the call- 
ing home of the vessels on all our for- 
eign stations except the Asiatic, the 
purchase and improvising of new war- 
ships at home and abroad, the scouring 
of Europe for guns, torpedoes and ain- 
munition, the increase of the artillery 
branch of the army, the completion of 
numerous fortifications along the coast, 
the securing of millions of small arms 
for the use of the militia, the reorgani- 
zation of the army and the manufac- 
ture of dozens of cannon. In this work 
about $16,000,000 has so far been ex- 
pended. 

It has been years since our foreign 
naval stations have been denuded as 
they now are. Our strong fleet in the 
Miditerranean and in European waters 
vanished when the San Francisco sailed 
for home, conveying the New Orleans. 
The last ship in South American waters 
joined the North Atlantic squadron 
some time ago. From the Pacific sta- 
tion has been taken the Oregon and 
the Marietta. The Asiatic is being 
weakened by the calling away of the 
Olympia, but, in view of an attack on 
the Philippines, is being strengthened 
by the Baltimore. 

The North Atlantic fleet is now 
stronger than the entire navy was three 
years ago, while it is more than twice 
as strong as the one gathered at Hamp- 
ton Roads at the Columbus celebration 
in 1892. 

Two armored cruisers, one torpedo 
boat, forty-six rapid-fire cannon, and 
an unknown quantity of ammunition 
and explosives have been purchased in 
Europe, sweeping the markets clean of 
all available supplies, while some score 
of vessels, mostly small, have been im- 
-provised at home. 

The increase of the artillery has en- 
abled the coast batteries to be ef- 
ficiently manned, and the necessary 
men to be trained in their duties, ai 
the many fortified’ places along the 
coast. There are not half a dozen men 
in the country who realize the amount 
of work recently done on these fortifica- 
tions. Near Washington, for instance, 
eight 8 and 10-inch guns have been 
mounted on disappearing carriages in 
sunken emplacements, in addition to a 
number of 15-inch guns that would have 
a. plunging fire at the decks of an al- 
tacking vessel. There are at least two 
zones of torpedo defense in, the Po- 
tomac, for which the mines are ready 


and could be laid within a few hours. 


No fleet could possibly ascend the river 


being destroyed. 


SYMPHONY CONCERT. 


Another Large Audience Evidences 
Its Appreciation. 


The close proximity of war and 
Easter had no appreciable effect upon 
the attendance at the fifth con- 
cert given by the Los Angeles 
Symphony Orchestra, under the di- 
rection of Harley Hamilton, yester- 
day afternoon, and Music Hall was 
filled with an audience that proved by 
its size and enthu®iasm the high place 
that the orchestra has won by its ex- 
cellent work, in the esteem of the 
music-loving public. Mr. Hamilton had 
arranged a programme of unusual in- 
terest as to compositions, and deserv- 
‘ng of especial commendation as to 
length, and the close attention and 
hearty anvreciation given it through- 
out offered most conclusive evidence of 
the popularity of these concerts among 
a large and constantly-increasing class 
of people who desire to hear educa- 
tional and elevating, as well as simply 
enjoyable, music. The piece de resist- 
ance of the programme, Beethoven's 
“Fifth Symphony,” was given a care- 
ful, dignified reading and a sincere in- 
terpretation, the andante, with all its 
wonderful beauty, being especially well 
piayed. The overture,. to ‘“‘Merry 
Wives of Windsor” (Nicolai,) with its 
variety of tone-color and fascinating 
rhythm, was one of the most delightful 
numbers on the programme, and was 
greeted with rounds of applause. The 
ease with which the violins met and 
conquered the intricacies with which 
their parts bristled. showed the im- 
mense improvement chat has taken 
place in that cho‘r, though the work of 
the other instruments as well, was ad- 
mirable, and the number well deserved 
the hearty approval given it. The two 
characterstic dances by Rubinstein 
were another verv enjoyable number, 
the “Toreador et Andalouse,’” espe- 
cially, being followed by such an un- 
mistakable desire for a renetition that 
Mr. Hamilton yielded and led his men 
again through the dance music that is 
so full of spirit, diablerie and grace. 
The sceond viaying of the dance was 
even better than the first, the work of 
the violins being much smoother and 
that of the whole orchestra much 
surer.

The number 
was artistically sung, and was given a 
delightful accompaniment by the 
strings. In response to a hearty encore 
the quartette sang an exquisite cradle 
sone. The concert was opened with the 
“March de Cortege,” from “Queen of 
Sheba” (Gounod,) and closed with the 
“Jubel Overture’ (Weber.)

Los Angeles has been subjected dur- 
ing the past week to a visitation from 
E. Blennerhassett, who became no- 
torious some years ago while a resi- 
dent of this city, and afterward trans- 
ferred his activities to San Francisco. 
Blennerhassett is one of those politi- 
cal jackals who risé from insignificance 
only .when they can play upon the 
credulity of some candidate for pub- 
lic office, sufficiently to induce him to 
employ their services. This particular 
specimen of the class was noted, while 
In this city, for sundry disreputable 
attempts at political jobbery, and his 
record was an unsavory one. His

To others 
Pardee’s agent represented that he was 
empowered to promise State appoint- 
ments, the promises to be fulfilled as 
soon as Pardee should be seated in 
the gubernatorial chair. Nething could 
exceed the liberality of these promises. 
Each promisee was taken up into a 
high mountain, while Blennerhassett, 
like another historic tempter of ill 
repute, showed him the land and the 
richness thereof. | 
. Blennerhassett has left us, but his 
visit affords one of those ludicrous in- 
cidents with which every campaign is 
replete. The “boys” are not particular 
whether it is Pardee money, or any 
other money, that he brings—all will 
be acceptable to them; everything goes 
in the way of coin. But if Pardee or 
any one else imagines that Blenner- 
hassett will mould Republican senti- 
ment in Southern California, he is 
badly fooled.

The unconscious humor of those who 
are talking of Abbot Kinney as a suc- 
cessor to Hon. Stephen M. White, as 
United States Senator, deserves recog- 
nition as a welcome contribution to the 
gaiety of nations. Aside from Mr. Kin- 
ney’s qualifications for the position— 
and they scarcely afford a sufficient 
subject for consideration—he is no more 
an available candidate than the city 
dog-catcher would be. Mr. Kinney’s 
affiliations with Gov. Budd are known 
to every one. He ‘has twice received 
appointments from Budd, and these ap- 
pointments were doubtless made for 
the express purpose of securing Kin- 
ney’s allegiance and ‘support. All of 
Budd’s appointees are exected to lend 
him hearty assistance in his Senatorial 
struggle. Abbot Kinney, like all the 
rest of them, will do what he can to 
aid his chief. 

In this connection it is amusing to 
note the long delay in appointing H. 
Patton as Bank Commissioner. It was 
loudly heralded months ago that Pat- 
ton was to have the job; in fact, Patton 
was himself the herald. But Budd has 
considerable political shrewdness, and 
apparently he has been awakening to 
the fact that the Patton influence in 
the Los Angeles Democracy is not 
what it was cracked up to be. Patton 
sent a special emissary north last Sun- 
day to urge his appointment, but there 
are a number of Democrats who be- 
lieve that when the Bank Commis- 
sioner is selected his name will not be 
spelled Patton.

_Ed Smith is confident that he will be 
the Democratic nominee for Councilman 
from the Seventh Ward. The only 
other prominent Democratic candidate 
is Kellar. It is said that Kellar is 
backed by Charles Alexander and J. B. 
Franklin, who hold the city contract for 
disposing of garbage. The contract will 
expire next year and the story is that 
Kellar is expected to protect the inter- 
ests of Alexander and Franklin. 

It is still quite uncertain whom the 
Republicans of the ward will put for- 
ward as their candidate for the Council. 
Among those who have been mentioned 
are C. J. Kubach, John Lovell, J. W. 
Louder and James Booth. . 

Indications point strongly to James 
G. Maguire as the Democratic nominee 
for gevernor. There are powerful ele- 
ments in the Democratic party of the 
State to whem Maguire is anything but 
an acceptabie candidate, but it seems 
probable that he will overcome their 
opposition. 

It is said that D. K. Trask will be a 
candidate for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Assemblyman from the Sev- 
enty-Third District. William Mead, the 
present Assemblyman, is a candidate 
for a renomination and is popular in 
the district. Should Trask enter the 
race the contest will probably be a 
warm one. 

Senator Simpson of Pasadena seems 
likely to receive a renomination. As 
yet no strong competitor has appeared. 
He has abandoned his aspiration for a 
Congressional seat. 


Cc. FE. Day is mentioned as a candidate 
for County Treasurer. T. J. Fleming, 
the incumbent, is already serving his 
second term, and on this account his 
chances of a renomination are consid- 
ered very doubtful. 


It is a noteworthy fact that though 


the Assessor’s office is probably ihe 


most desirable of all the county offices, 
and though Summerland’s chances of 
a renomination’ are not yet considered 
certain, as yet no conspicuously strong 
candidate for the office has appeared. 


Municipal elections will be held on 
April 11 in all cities of the Sixth class. 
In this county, Pasadena, Santa 
Monica, Monrovia, Whittier, San Pedro 
and Long Beach will hold elections. 
These local contests have temporarily 
superseded county issues, but as soon 
as the elections are over a large crop 
of candidates for county offices may -be

Formal organization of the great- 
est volunteer force in the world took} 
place in the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel 
in New York March 25. 

The plan and scope of the move- 
ment provides that this new national 
reserve shall consist of volunteers 
who shall-sign enlistments blanks, 
agreeing, in case of a foregn war or 
invasion, to take up arms at the call 
of the President of the United States, 
or of the Governor of the State or 
Territory in which they reside. It 
is the hope of the founders of the 
National Volunteer Reserve that 
from two to five million patriotic citi- 
zens will be ready to form a part of 
this body, ready at all times to de- 
fend. the flag.

SHAREHOLDERS’ MEETING. 


Re-election of Canada’s Grand 
Trunk Ratlway Directors. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


LONDON, April 5.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] Sir Charles Rives Wilson, 
president of the Grand Trunk Railway 
of Canada, in a speech at the share~ 
holders’ meeting today, said the prin- 
ciple which the present board had al- 
ways followed was to seek the maxi- 
mum amount of businesls at the mini- 
mum cost. He reveiwed the business 
of the company in detail. 

Referring to the rate war, the pres- 
ident declared that the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railroad desired exclusive 
contract with the Grand Trunk Rail- 
road, in order to weaken tho Chicago 
connection and damage the Grand 
Trunk Railroad’s connecting roads to 
Chicago. The Grand Trunk Railroad, 
the speaker explained, would never 
give up its close alliance with its al- 
lies, 

On the larger questions of differ- 
entials and the Klondike business, the 
president said that the Canadian Pa- 
cific road had yet to prove its title 
to a differential. The negotiations 
would be continued next month and 
it was believed an agreement would 
be reached. The president also de- 
clared the future was filled with the 
brightest promise. 

An attack upon the board was made 
by Mr. Baker of Bristol, who declared 
there was no truth in a statement of 
the President regarding the Grand 
Trunk Railway not beginning the rate 
war, which, according to Mr. Baker, 


brought about in the interest of 


the American allies of the road. The 
president denied Mr. Baker’s asser- 
tion. The retiring directors were re- 
clected.

STRIKING TYPOS FOOLED. 


THE EMPLOYERS HAVE MORE MEN 
THAN THEY NEED.

Work Going on as Usual 
Francisco Despite the Action 
the Unien—Latter’s Defeat 
ready Predicted. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 5.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Tonight there has been 
no sign of weakening by the employing 
printers, and those who have watched 
the strike closely predict that the 
strikers will he beaten. Late this after- 
noon the Typothetae held a meeting, 
and. nearly all employers were present. 
There was no hint of acceding to the 
demands of the strikers. In fact, the 
trouble seems to have united all the 
employers, and there was a general ex- 
pression of opinion that the strike must 
be fought to an end.if the employers 
expected to retain control of their busi- 
ness. 

Charles Crocker, of H. S. Crocker & 
Co., said: “As far as the Typothetae 
is concerned, there is no strike. It does 
not affect any of us. Our work goes on 
as usual, and as for men, we have a 
surplus. All day men are applying for 
positions, and if the union men persist 


in their demands the probable outcome 


will be the bringing into ’Frisco of hun- 
dreds of printers who are in other cities. 
The Typothetae -has secured another 
member since yesterday, and thus we 
are strengthened instead of being weak- 


ened by the strike, and at all offices of 


the firm's whose men-had left them it 
was stated they were doing well with 
the present force. Of course, many of 
the new men are not equal to the old 
printers, but with the machines all 
offices will be able to handle business. 

Bosqui & Co. have made no attempt 
to run their printing department, and 
will not do so for the present. 

“It is not for want of men,” said 
Bosqui, “for I have had many appli- 
cations, but I do not care to run. I 
cleaned up all of my work last week, 
so there is nothing to do, and I would 
not care to run my office for the pres- 
ent if there were. Many of my men 
have been with me for fifteen, twenty 
and even twenty-five years, and they 
left with regret. They had no griev- 
ance, but are forced into a false posi- 
tion by their union. They want to 
come back, when the matter is settled, 
and I want them back. They have 
become attached to the place, and I 
am attached to them. I believe they 
are honestly attempting to carry out 
the purposes of their organization, and 
so here is no hard feeling on either side, 
nothing but regrét. I do not want to 
take on new men and then displace 
them to take my old employés back, 
so I will wait awhile. I believe they 
will return.” 

The employers all seem firm in the 
declaration of their intention to stand 
together against the Typographical 
Union. Heretofore the Typothetae has 
been lacking in adhesion, and emp ‘oyers 
believe that the strikers aré depend- 
ing a great deal for success upon the 
weakness of the organization. Thus 
far not a single employer can be found 
who shows any signs of receding from 
the agreement to refuse the demands: 
of the union and to run their offices 
irrespective of the union in the future. 


THERE ARE OTHERS. 


Plenty ef Applicants for the Strik. 
ing Printers’ Places, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, April. 5.—The 
strike of job printers and pressmen, 
which was inaugurated in this city yes- 
terday appears to have affected no one 
but the men who walked out, so far. 

Over three hundred men went out. 
These included 130 printers, seventy- 
five pressmen, eighty-five feeders ‘and 
thirteen electrotypers. There are twen- 
ty-nine firms in the city that are not 
members of the Typothetae, and these, 
it is claimed by the union, have all 
conceded the demands of the men or 
have signified their willingness to do so. 

The president of the union stated yes- 
terday afternoon that the Typothetae 
could not possibly get along without 
the assistance of the union and he was 
confident of a speedy settlement on the 
basis proposed by the printers. 

He also said that the printing de- 
partments of Crocker & Co., Hicks, 
Judd & Co., and of almost all the other 
large firms that had membership in 
the association, had been seriously 
demoralized by reason of the strike, and 
would be compelled to recede from their 
position in a few days. 

A visit to these establishments and 
to several others that have resisted 
the union's demands, -however, showed 
that President Hawkes had been very 
woefully misinformed about the condi- 
tions existing. i 

All the printing“houses reported that 
they had been turning away a great 
many applicants for work, and there 
was no foundation whatever for the as- 
sertion that their business would be in 
the slightest way interfered with by 
the action of the union. - 

The San Francisco Typothetae, which 
eonsists of thirty-three firms, decided 
in the beginning of last week to stand 
firm, and if necessary to abandon the 
union label for all\time in preference 
to being foreed into an act against what 
they considered good judgment and 
common sense. For several days ail 
‘he firms have been working over time 


to clean up all contracts in sight, and 
hy Saturday night they had so far 
sticeeeded that there was very little on 
hand.

THE MILITIA. 


ITS STATUS IN TIME OF WAR, AT 
HOME AND ABROAD. 


The Unquestionable Powers of the 
Presidcnt—Conflict 
The Militia May Be Used to Repel 
Invasion, not to Invade. 


[SPECIAL CORRFSPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

LOS ANGELES, April 5.—[{To the 
Editor of The Times:] There appears 
to be confusion, uncertainty and con- 
flict of opinion as to the authority of 
the President to call forth into the 
service of the United States that por- 
tion of the militia which is organized 
and uniformed by the States and is 
known in many, if not most of them, 
by the name of National Guard. 

This arises from the fact that, except 
in one particular, Congress has not ex- 
ercised its constitutional power “to pro- 
vide for organizing, arming and disci- 
plining the militia,”” but has left it to 
the States, and the mistake is made of 


assuming that these organized State, 


militia are not amenable to the au- 
thority conferred upon the President by 
Section 1642, Revised Statutes of the 
United States, which has been the law 
of the land since 1795, and which pro- 
vides as follows: 

“Whenever the United States are in- 
vaded, or are in iminent danger of in- 
vasion from any foreign nation or In- 
dian tribe, or of rebellion against the 
authority of the government of the 
United States,’it shall be lawful for the 
President to call forth such number of 
the militia of the State or States most 
convenient to the place of danger, or 
scene of action, as he may deem neces- 
sary to repel such invasion, or to sup- 
press such rebellion, and to issue his. 
orders for that purpeose to such officers 
of the militia as he may think proper.’ 

In regard to this provision it is perti- 
nent to state that in a decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
delivered by Justice Story in 1827, it 
was held: First, that the President is 
the sole judge of the existence of such 
an emergency as will justify the exer- 
cise of the authority thus conferred 
upon him. Secondly, that amenability 
to punishment for disobedience of the 
President’s order in nowise depends 
upon whether he exercises his authority 
through a requisition upon the gov- 
ernors of the States, or through orders 
issued directly to militia ofhcers, the 
validity ot this latter method having 
been recognized in a former decision of 
the same court delivered in 1820, 

in the case decided in 1820 the ques- 
tion involved was the constitutional- 
ity of an act of the Legislature of 
Pennsylvania providing for the pun- 
ishment, by a State court-martial, of 
the militiamen of that State for neg- 
lecting or refusing to obey when called 
into service by requisition or order of 
the President issued under authority 
conferred by the act of 1795, of Which 
section 1642 above quoted was a part. 
At the date of this decision John Mar- 
shall was Chief Justice. It was in 
this decision that Justice Story gave 
expression to the oft-quoted paragraph 
in regard to the sanctity both of State 
and national sovereignty. The ma- 
jority of the court upheld the consti- 
tutionality of the Pennsylvania stat- 
ute. Justice Story delivered a dissent- 
ing opinion, holding that the Pennsyl- 
vania statute was repugnant to the 
United States statute upon the same 
subject. There was no difference of 
opinion expressed by the ccourt, how- 
ever, upon the meaning of the consti- 
tutional provisions as to the militia, 
nor as to the authority of the Presi- 
dent under the statutes enacted in 
pursuance thereof. 

In his dissenting opinion in this case 

Justice Story expounds with great pre- 
cision and clearness the provisions of 
the Constitution relating to the militia, 
and in doing so he teaches the follow- 
ng doctrine: 
First—That the power “to provide 
for organizing, arming and disciplin- 
ing the. militia’ is not exclusively 
vested n Congress, 

Second—That if Congress does not 
exercise its constitutional power to 
organize, arm and discipline the mili- 
tia. the States may do so. 

Third—That when called into tue 
service of the United States, the mili- 
tia is subject only to the government 
of the United States. 

Fourth—That the power to call forth 
the mlitia for the three purposes 
named in the Constitution is not nec- 
essarily an exclusive power, but that 
the same may be ewercised for consti- 
tutional purposes by the States, as an 
auxiliary power, in respect to Such 


portion of their militia as hes not been 


called forth bv the United S‘ates. 

In respect to the first and second 
points, it is to be observed that Con- 
gress exercised the power to a limited 
extent in a statute enacted early in the 
century, ‘by providing for an annual 
appropriation of $200,000 “for the pur- 
pose of providing arms and equipments 
for the whole body of.the militia, either 
by purehase or manufacture, by and on 
account of the United States.” 

This statute was amended in 1887, 
the amendment providing as follows: 

1. For an increase of the appropria- 
tion to $400,000 ‘‘for the purpose of pro- 
viding arms, crdnance stores, quarter- 
masters’ stores and camp equipage for 
issue to the militia.” 

2, That this sum be apportioned 
among the States according to their 
Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress, provided, that to be entitled to 
share in the appropriation a State must 
have at least 100 ‘‘regularly enlisted, 
organized and uniformed active militia” 
to each Senator and Representative to 
which it is entitled. 

3. That the purchase or manufacture 
of the foregoing property shall be made 
under the direction of the Secretary of 
War in the same way as it is provided 
for the regular army, and shall remain 
the property of the United States and 
be annually accounted for by the Gov- 
ernors of the States. 

In virtue of the provisions of this 
statute the National Guard of Califor- 
nia has been supplied by the govern- 
ment with arms, haversacks, canteens, 
Webb belts, etc. 

It will be observed that the amend- 
ment of 1887 expressly refers to the “‘en- 
listed, organized and uniformed” 
militia, and this in California and other 
States is known as the National Guard, 
and it makes the issuance of equip- 
ments procured under authority of the 
statute to depend upon the existence 
of such an organization in the several 
States. 

It is coneeded that the whole body 
ef the national militia—that is, all 
able-bodied, non-exempt male citizens 
between the ages of 18 and 45—are sub- 
ject to the call of the President. 

But the fact that a portion of the 
whole body of the\ national militia be- 
long to the “enlisted, organized and 
uiformed” State militia, in no wise af- 
fects the liability of such portion to be 
ealled forth by the President and to 
he called forth in the same form in 
which they are organized. : 

On the contrary, the fact that they 
are so organized and drilled would seem 
to afford the very best of reasons why 
they should be the first to be called 

orth. 
; Of course, when they are called forth 
and enter the service of the Unit&d 

States, they cease to be State militia, 
but prior to that time. they, the Na- 
tional Guard, simply represent a por- 
tion of the national militia, who, in 
virtue of the fact that Congress has 
not exercised its own power to organize, 
uniform and drill them, have been or- 


ganized, uniformed and disciplined, by. 


the States, but who, on that account,

As to Service Abroad. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—The 
question of the exact functions of the 
militia in time of war is now agitating 
the Governors of a good many States. 
The Constitution gives Congress’ the 
right to use the militia ‘‘to execute the 
laws of the Union, suppress insurrec- 
tions and repel invasions,” and says 
nothing about using them in foreign 
war except for the last-named purpose. 

It is evident, therefore, that the 
President can have no right to send the 
militia of any State to Cuba or Spain 
to carry On war there, except by the 
consent of the executive authority of 
each State, and perhaps that. of the 
men themselves. This last would de- 
pend on the laws of each particular 
state. 

There is, of course, no suggestion in 
this discussion that any considerable 
portion of the militia would shrink 
from foreign service, and there is cer- 
tainly no factious opposition to be ap- 
prehended from any Governor, but it is 
thought that perhaps it may be better 
to reorganize the militia in some way 
that would ‘avoid the technical objec- 
tions to its free use. 

During the civil war each State was 
called on for its quota of troops, which 
were forthwith mustered into the ser- 
vice of the United States as volunteers, 
and over which their respective States 
had no further jurisdiction. There is 


some doubt of the policy of a double | 


control by the nation and the State 
that would necessarily occur in case 
the militia were used as militia and not 
as United States volunteers. , 

At the same time it would seem ad- 
visable to utilize men who are already 
organized and officered and ready for 
service. Possibly the plan may be 
adopted of disbanding each regiment 
and at once reénlisting it in the United 
States service with the same officers 
and men.

The intention 
was to have the proceedings of this 
session kept from the public, and Chief 
Glass “explained’’ to a visitor who 
dared to venture within the sacred pre- 
cincts of that private office, that he 
“had something private to say to the 
commissioners.’”’ There was no wrang- 
ling, but the members evidently spent 
the time in the closed session in earnest 
consultation, and when they opened 
the public meeting there was nothing 
to tell that they had had anything but 
& most amicable discussion. The ef- 
fort made to keep the proceedings se- 
cret failed. 

The ‘“‘private’” matter which the Chief 
desired to communicate to the commis- 
sioners referred to the action of one of 
his policemen in releasing without bail 
& man whom che had arrested. This 
had come to the knowledge of certain 
of the members, and the Chief wanted 
to explain. There was nothing really 
serious in the policeman’s actions un- 
der the circumstances.

Telegraph Companies Request a 
Change in the Conduit Ordinance. 


A special meeting of the Council 
Committee, to which was referred the 
matter of the extension of the under- 
ground-wire ordinance, was held yes- 
terday afternoon for the purpose of 
conferring with representatives of the 
telegraph companies in regard to plac- 
ing wires underground. The committee 
is composed of Councilman Nickell, 
President Sil- 


in attendance at the meeting. 

Superintendent. Frank Jaynes of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company and 
Superintedet L. W. Storror of the 
Postal Telegraph Company .had re- 
quested an audience of the committee. 
Mr. Jaynes said there were many 
branches of the telegraph business 
which would be destroyed by the rigid 
enforcement of the ordinance, and he 
therefore had requested that the meet- 
ing be held in order that the matter 
of the necessity for amending the ordi- 
nance might be considered. The mes- 
senger service, the call-box system, 
would have to be abandoned, he de-. 
clared, if the Council compelled the 
District Messenger companies to place 
their wires underground, because there 
wags not enough revenue in the business 
to justify the expense of such work. 
Newspaper private wires would also 
have to be disconnected and removed, 
and in event of large political or other 
conventions it would be impossible for 
the telegraph companies to place news- 
paper or other wires in the convention 
hall. He also called attention to the 
electric-clock system, on which there 
are now about eighty clocks in this 
city, and said that these could not be 
operated. He explained that in the 
district service only a few wires were 
needed, and while he did not ask per- 
mission to maintain poles,-he wanted 
the ordinance so amended that house- 
top wires could be used. One cable 
of, say twelve wires, on Main and 
Spring streets would answer all pur- 
poses, as branch connections could be 
made. Mr. Jaynes said all cities in 
which there was an underground ordi- 
nance had made such exceptions as he 
mentioned. As to the regular business 
and the wires carrying it, the Western 
Union will have its conduit system in 
operation within the ninety days al- 
lowed by the Council. The material is. 
now on the way tothis city. The con- 
duit will consist simply of a 3-inch 
jron pipe containing a cable of as 
many wires as the company will need 
for years to come. 

Asked why the company had not 
made preparations to place its wires 
underground before now, Mr. Jaynes 
made the surprising statement that the 
local electric companies had contem- 
plated a contest over the matter, and 
only within the last ninety days had 
decided to comply with the ordinance. 
The telegraph companies had simply 
been awaiting developments, and now 
were ready to proceed. 

The Western Union conduit will he 
placed in Spring street from Temple 
to Third. At Third street the line will 
be extended to the general offices of 
the Santa Fé, and on Second street 
will be carried east to Los Angeles 
street. All he desired was the amend- 
ment of the ordinance so as to permit 
the séveral’ branches of: the business 
to continue. 

Superintendent Storrer of the Postal 
Telegraph Company made an altogether 
different request. He said he appeared 
to ask that the poles now used by the 
company on Hill street, between First 
and Second and along the south side 
of Seventh street, be allowed to re- 
main. There are, he said, about twenty 
of these poles, and unless they could 
be used the expense to the company 
would be enormous. He explained, by 
showing on a map; just what was de- 
sired. During his address he made a 
remark about possible discrimination 
among the companies by the Council. 
which tg the ire of Chairman 
Nickell. | The latter gave Mr. Storror 
to understand, in words that could not 
be mistaken, that the Council would 
not discriminate. ‘‘We intend to stand 
pat on this proposition,” said he. “At 
the expiration. of the ninety-day limit 
there will be no further extension of 
time, and if the poles are not removed 
then think we have the means of 
removing them.” 

For more than an hour the matter 
was discussed, and ally President 
Silver suggested that the companies 
submit in writing a request stating in 
detail just what they desired. This 
suggestion was adopted, and the meet- 
ing adjourned.

Jast Enough Insanity Evidence In- 
troduced to Save His Life-Ar- 
thur is Well Satisfied With the 
Result of the Trial. 


A jury yesterday found Charles H. 
Arthur’ guilty of murder in the first 
degree for the killing of Mrs. Ransom, 
and fixed the punishment at imprison- 
ment for life. Judge Smith will pro-. 
nounce sentence upon Arthur next Sat- 
urday. 

The jury was out four hours. On the 
first ballot they stood ten in favor of 
the death penalty. Just enough evi- 
dence to sustain the insanity theory 
had been introduced to raise a doubt in 
the minds of two of the jurors as to 
Arthur’s moral responsibility, and they 
held out for a less grave punishment. 
A compromise was finally reached by 
agreeing upon a life sentence. 

Yesterday was devoted to the argu- 
ment, and the case did not go to the 
jury until 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 
The jury was taken out to dinner an 
hour later, and returned to the Court- 
house at 6:30 o’clock. At 8 o’clock the 
foreman announced that a verdict had 
been reached. Arthur was not visibly 
affected when the verdict was read. 
Afterward he chatted pleasantly with 
the court officers around him, and 
seemed well satisfied with the result 
of the trial. He laughed as he talked, 
and said that he had no ill-feeling to- 
— any of those who had prosecuted 

m. 

Arthur's daughters and his children 
are also well satisfied with the verdict. 
They made the fight to save his life, 
and did not expect a lighter verdict 
than the one given.

SUIT OVER CALKINS’S ESTATE. 


A Gift to His Nephew Contested by 
the Administrators, 

A suit was brought by F. G. Calkins 
against the Equitable Building an@ 
Loan Association to obtain possession 
of fifteen shares of stock of the asso- 
ciation, valued at $1552, was tried yes- 
terday before Judge Van Dyke. Calkins 
claims that the stock was assigned to 
him by his uncle, Daniel Calkins, who 
died about a year ago. : 

A complaint in intervention was filed 
by Robert Yeomans, administrator of 
the estate of Daniel ‘Calkins. The suit 
is really between F. G. Calkins and 
Yeomans, and the Mutual Building and 
Loan Association is only nominally in- 
terested in the action.

AN INSANE CENTENARIAN. 


Senora Marcaria Suarez Said to Have 
Lost Her Mind, 

A complaint was issued yesterday 
from the County Clerk’s office charging 
Marcaria Suarez, who is said to be past 
100 years old, with insanity. She will 
be examined to-day before one of the 
Superior Judges. 

Sefiora Suarez was an early settler in 
Los Angeles, having come here over a 
half century ago. For some time she 
has lived with her daughter, Mrs. Villa 
Obos, on Maple avenue near Pico street. 
Of late years her mind has failed rap- 
idly. The old woman now has a delu- 
sion that she owns the earth, and in 
spite of her years will take forcible 
possession of the houses in the neigh- 
borhood where she lives and vigorously 
defend the premises against all comers. 

The complaint was issued at the in- 
stance of Mrs. Obos, daughter of Sefiora 
Suarez. She was unable to tell yes- 
terday how old her mother is, but gave 
her own age as 70 and said that she is 
certain her mother has lived more than 
a century.

The Penelope is a staunch little craft 
and she has been well supplied with 
Ship stores that will suffice for two and 
a half years. A_ stern-wheel steam 
launch or river beat, Measuring 40 
feet by 10 and driven by a twenty-five- 
horse-power engine, is being ‘taken 
along also, so that quick progress may 
be made up the rivers and streams that 
are altogether outside the beaten line 
of travel. 

‘A plentiful supply of provisions is 
being taken. so that for two and a 
half years the party will be quite in- 
pendent of civilization: The provisions.

For many vears it has 
heen known that the natives around 
Kotzebue Sevnd brought gold down to 
trede off. and in such quantities as to 
arouse the suspicion that rich placer 
grounds existed at no verv remote 
noints. Several members of the Pene-

ern latitude. but they have not shown 
any rarticular desire to take the whole 
world into their confidence. Indeed, 
the entire expedition has been organ- 
ized and ontfitted in an unusually 
quiet manner. 


FREIGHT RATE CHANGES. 


Some of the Important Rates Fixed 
at the Recent Meeting. 

The new schedule of freight rates de- 
vised by the Transcontinental Freight 
Nate Bureau at its recent meeting at 
Monterey. were received in the city yes- 
terday. In some instances. the rates 
have been raised, and in others low- 
ered: those on machinery west-bound 
are increased very materially, and, on 
the other hand, citrus fruit juice and 
mineral waters east-bound are consid- 
erably reduced.

JONES ON THE WARPATH. 


DRUNKEN WAITER’S ERRAND OF 
DESTRUCTION, 


Gets Even With His Wife by Demol- 
ishing Everything in Her Home. 
Scares Two Young Men—Lively 
Chase and Capture. 


‘The domestic troubles of Frank Jones 
culminated in-a drunken delirium last 
night, during which he started on an 
errand of destruction which! nearly re- 
sulted in loss of life as well as prop- 
erly. 
Jones is a burly waiter, who has 
been separated from his wife for some 
time. Recently he has been employed 
at Santa Barbara. Yesterday he re- 
turned to Los Angeles and got fighting 
drunk, after which he proceeded to his 
wife’s apartments at No. 3.6 Clay street 
to wreak vengeante upon her for fan- 
cied wrongs. Mrs. Jones had heard of 
his return, and, fearing a visit of this 
kind, took refuge at the house of a 
tricnd. 

Jones arrived at the Clay-street resi- 
dence at about 10:30 o’elock. He foreed 
an entrance, and, not finding his wife 
at hoime, procee@ed to vent his feelings 
by demolishing tne furniture. Asa de- 
mclisher Jones is second only to a Kan- 
fas cycione. A more complete wreck 
than he made of the contents of his 
Wife's rooms would be hard to imagine. 
With a huge knife he ripped open ali 
the upholstered furniture and pulled 
the stufling out; mattresses were served 
the same way. Bedding was torn into 
shreds. Carpets and curtains were cut 
into ribbons. Wooden furniture was 
converted into kindling wood. Dishes 
and crockery were dashed upon the 
thousand 
pieces. Vase and other briec-a-brae 
were thrown through the pictures on 
the walls. Havoc was Wrought jn 
every concéivable way. When the 
wreck was cemplete Jones went our to 
rest from his labors. 

About this time Otto Schafer and Fay 
Smith, two.young men who work in 
the pantry of the Hollenbeck Café 
kitchenand room at Mrs. Jones’s house 
returned from their work. Seeing the 
chaotie state of things and noting the 
landlady’s absence, they wnt in search 
of her, and when they found her im- 
parted the bad news. Mrs. Jones told 
them she had been expecting a visit of 
this sert and was afraid to return to 
the house. She begged the young men 
to go back to her home in order to 
preventJcnes from doing more damace 

Schafer and Smith retvrned to the 
house, locked the door and ren lired to 
their room. Jones, who had been 
watching the place, saw them enter. 
He immediateiy burst in the door ard 
Started after the young men With a 
drawn revolver. They were unarmed 
and sought safety in flight, but had to 
jump through a windo-y in order te 
Jones leaped after them. 

y, had been 
aroused by the noise of the breaking 
furniture. He telephoned an alarm to 
the Police Station ana ‘Officer Rico 
started out to investigate. Rico met 
Mallory at the corner of Hill and Third 
Streets and together they proceeded to- 
ward the scene of war. They had not 
gone far before they saw Smith 
Schafer and Jones coming towaré them 
in the order named, the firs: two run- 
ning as though Satan himself was pur- 
Suing them. Jones, flourishing his re- 
volver wildly, was trying desperately 
to overtake them. 

Rico and Mallery tried to stop the 
trio, but only succeeded in. scattering 
them? Smith darted down Third street 
toward Broadway, with Officer Rico in 
close pursuit. The latter, thinking 
Smith was fleeing. from a crime freshly 
committed by himself, ordered him to 
stop, but Smith was too badly scared to 
give heed. Three shots from Rico's 
revolver only lent wings to his heels, 
and he might be running yet, but for 
the fact that E. F. Dishman, a Times 
reporter, speeding homeward from work 
on his bicycle, intercepted the fugitive 
at Third street and Broadway and 
brought him to a standstill by confront- 
ing him with a drawn revolver. 

Schafer tled in another direction, stil] 
pursued, as he presumed, by Jones, and 
when favorable opportunity  pre- 
sented, took cover by jumping through 
an open. window into a house, thereby 
giving the inmates a severe fright. But 
Jones had given up the chase and was 
himself being pursued by Con Mallory, 
who finally ran him down and made a 
prisoner of him, but not without stout 
resistance. 

The shouts and the. shooting had 
meanwhile aroused the whole neighbor- 
hood and several hundred people were 
taking part in the chase or looking*‘on 
before it was over. 

Smith and Schafer soon convinced the 
officers of their innocence, and were re- 
leased. Jones was taken to the Police 
Station, where it required the combined 
strength of four or five officers to han- 
dle him and get him behind the bars. 

He was booked for disturbing the 
peace, but other charges will probably 
be added. 


DEATHS DURING MARCH. 


As Usual the Maojrity of Deceased 
Were Visitors, 

The monthly report of the Health Be- 
partment for March, which has just 
been completed by Chief Clerk Reed, 
shows an almost unprecedented num- 
ber of deaths for that months, 161 being 
the number reported. As usual, many 
of the deceased Were persons who came 
here in search of health and came too 
late. Only twenty-seven were natives 
of Los Angeles and thirteen of. the 
other Pacific Coast points 121 came 
from other parts of the country. One 
hunred and forty had lived here less 
than ten years, and of these, sixty-nine 
had been residents of the city less than 
one year. Of the sixty-nine there were 
forty-eight who came here within the 
last three months. 

Diphtheria caused four deaths oftwen- 
ty-six cases reported. There were fif- 
teen cases of scarlet fever, but no 
deaths. Typhoid fever claimed two vic- 
tims of fourteen cases reported, and of 
thirty-one cases of measles, one death 
resulted. 


SHIRTSLEEVE DIPLOMACY 


HOW IT HAS WORKED IN THE 
PREGNANT PAsT, 


The Unecontrollable Rage of the 
Non-combatants Who Denounce 
the President Prematarely—The 
Conrse and Brutal Diplomacy of 
Uncle Sam. 


[SPECTAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.]} 

WASHINGTON, April 1. — [Special Corre- 
spondence.) Now that we seem on the verge 
of war, it seems worth while to remind the 
country that the steps by which we have 


reached it have not been new or peculiar in- 


our diplomacy. The holding back, the seem- 
ing retreats, the liberal concessions made to 
maintain peace, all have had their prototypes 
in previous wars waged by the United States. 
The entife proceedings of the past month 
might, with few alterations, apply to those 
that occurred just before the breaking out of 
the civil war. 

Then, as now, there were people who de- 
sired to go faster than the President, and 
there were people who desired to go slower. 
There were jingoes and  peace-at-any-price 
mugwumps, although that title was then un- 
invented, There were those who declared 
that Lincoln was a traitor who had sold out 
the country to the South, and those who de- 
nounced him as a firebrand bringing war to 
disturb the quiet courses of trade. 

Then, as now, the Executive moved quietly 
on, steadied by power as men of the Anglo- 
Saxen race always are, decl ning to be jingo d 
into war, yet determined to maintain the 
honor and dignity of the country. It is prob- 
ably true, that never before in cur history 
haye the forces of wealth been so strongly 
marshailed against war, nor its representa- 
tives so firmly intrenched near the White 
House. But this is only a difference in de- 
gree and not in kind. 

As in all our former foreign difficulties, we 
have tried to play the game of foreign diplo- 
macy and have found ourselves involved in 
its meshes, which we have vainly endeavored 
to untie, and at last, as so often before, we 
have broken the bonds by a vigorous exer- 
tion of shirt-sleeve diplomacy that shocked 
Europe, but that gave us the victory. 

How old a story this method is with us, few 
people realize, Again and again we have 
practically lest our case by the rules of 
diplomacy, and then have won it by an cut- 
right declaration of our willingness to fight. 

Diplomacy is an art, studied by European 
statesmen from childhood; with us it is the 
brief acquisition cf a few’ months. Naturally 
they win when we play the game with them. 
There has been no plainer instance of this 
than that conveyed by the Spanish imbroglio. 
Spain has played for delay for three years, 
and has steadily obtained it on one plea or 
another. She can be relied upon to continue 
to supply excellent pleas for further deay 
for untold years yet. Her last contention— 
that only the Cortes has the right to alienate 
the national territory, and will we plesse wait 
a month more until that body can meet?—is 
a model of art. How can we refuse so rea- 
sonable a request, even though we know that 
when that month is up, another cqually good 
reason for further delay will be brought for- 
ward? 

We cannot refuse by ordinary diplomatic 

rules, but’ we can by means cf the shirt-s-eeve 
diplomacy—of the common-sense diplemacy 
that we so well inaugurated nearly a century 
ago. 
Of course, Europe will reprove us, as it so 
often has before. Of course, the nations will 
chatter about chastising our presumption, as 
they have in the past. But they will think 
better cf- it. 

Consider the history of similar bluffs. In 
1819 Spain was terribly discommoded by our 
rudeness about Florida, but we gct it never- 
theless, and witheut a war. 

When President Monro> announced his 
famous doctrine, words were too feeble _to 
express the comtempt of the powers of Eu- 
rope for it, and for its sponsor, but the 
Holy Aliiance decided to. give up its plan 
to reconquer South America for Spain. 

France was shocked when Jackson de- 
manded a settlement of our claims and 
threatened reprisals if he did not get it, 
but she paid the money. 

Webster wes shockingly rude in his note 
to Austria about the mission of Dudley 
Mann to Hungary, and Capt. Ingraham was 
simply brutal when he demanded the sur- 
render of Martin Koszta, and threatened to 
take him from an Austrian. man-of-war if 
he were mot surrendered within twenty-four 
hours—-but after all, Austria decided that 
she must make allowances for our ignor- 
ance, and acceded to our requests. 

Ovr objections to the maintenance of 
French troops in Mexico were regarded by 
Napoleon the Little, as a mere ebullition 
of childish temper; put he withdrew them 
all the s*me. 

How our Pritish cousins d'd laugh when 
we asked pay for the damages done by the 
Alebama—but we got them after a while. 

China’ protested against our exclusion of 
her: pig-taile2 subjects. and it seemed for 
a while that she would wage herrid war 
accinet uc--hut she theucht better of it. 

When Germany the United States 
clashed over Samoa, we were assured that 
at last we were to be fittingly punished for 
cor meddling. but somehow ve carried our 
point without New York being taid in ruins 
by the Germen fleet. 

Quite s=cently, when our British cousins 
were raising Cain in Venezuela, and we 
gently sugeested that they qu't, they got 
real mad and returned rude answers for a 
while. but in geod time they egrecd to set- 
tle on fair terms, end to permit the Monroe 
doctrine to flourish a little while longer. 
“Really,” said Lord Salisbury, ‘‘anything to 
nlease tne. children.”’ 

So Spain will yield to our shirt-sleeve, 
streight-from-the-shoulder diplomacy, either 
before she fights er afterward. She would 
rather do it before, but her own people seem 
determined not to permit this, and so she 
will try a little fight'ng first—and_ then

BAKR BEHIND THE BARS, 


A SMOOTH CONFIDENCE MAN ONCE. 


MORE IN CUSTODY. 
Third Time He Has Been in the City 
Jail Since Coming Here from 


Colorado—How He Buancoed Na. 
poleon Valin. 


For the third time in a little more 
than a year R. L. Barr finds himself 
behind the bars of the City Jail. The 
charge against him this time is of such 
a nature that, if proven, he may see 
the inside of State’s prison before the 
minions of the lasv have done with him, 

The complaint against Barr charges 

him with obtaining money by false 
pretenses. This may be supplemented 
by a charge of forgery or uttering 
bogus checks. 
The complaining witness against 
Barr is an old Frenchman named Na- 
poleon Valin, who says Barr wormed 
himself into his confidence recently, 
and succeeded in swindling him out of 
about all his ready cash, $101.50. 

After gaining the old man’s confi- 
dence and ascertaining how much 
money he had, Barr suggested that 
they buy a wood and coal yard from 
one Spilling on San _ Pedro _ street. 
Valin gave $100 to Barr as his share 
of the capital, and $1.50 for recording 
tthe bill of sale. The negotiations were 
left to. Barr, who dropped from sight 
after he got possession of the old 
man’s money, and did not show uP 
again for several days. When he did 
meet Valin again he told a_ blood- 
curdling story of robbery; how he had 
been assaulted by footpands and 
searched for money. a 

“But they did not get your $100, 
said he consolingly to the old man. “I 
had the momey in my shoe, and the 
robbers did not look there for’ it. 

This somewhat relieved the feelings 
of the old man. but his confidence 
again began to droop ‘when Barr ex- 
plained that the deal for the fuel yard 
bad fallen through, and that he had 
entrusted the money for safe-keeping 
to a third party. This man was 
Gaunther, who had rescued Barr from 
the robbers and sheltered him till he 
had recovered from the assault. 

Valin was anxious to form the ac- 
quaintance of this good Samaritan, 
Mr. Gaunther, who had charge of his 
money, but it was never convenient 
for Barr to introduce him to ‘tthe gen- 
tleman. At last Valin became impa- 
tient and demanded the return of his 
money. Barr said he would see the 
good Mr. Gaunther about it at once, 
and the money would he forthcoming. 

On Monday evening Barr once more 
reported to Valin, but he did not have 
the $100. In Meu thereof he had a de- 
posit memorandum on the Farmers and 
Merchants’ Bank, purporting to show 
that Gaunther had deposited $100 there, 
‘against which he drew a check for the 
full amount in favor of Valin. Barr 
handed the check, duly signed by 
Gaunther, and the deposit slip to Valin, 
and explained that that was as good 
as the cash. It was after banking 
hours, and Valin was not satisfied with 
the check. Mean time he had com- 
municated his suspicions to Police Of- 
ficer F. M. Fowler, who was conveni- 
ently near when tlie «heck transaction 
took place, and took Barr into custody. 

Barr was iocked up in the City Jail 
on suspicion, \fonday night. Yesterday 
an investigation was made, and it was 
discovered that no such person as L. 
P. Gaunther had an account et the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank. Both 
the deposit slip and the check were 
pronounced by the bank officials as 
bogus, and evidently written by Barr 
himself. A complaint for obtaining 
“money by false pretense was accord- 
ingly filed against him. 

Barr first gained notoriety here in 
February, 1897, when Detective Hawley 
arrested him on the charge of bunco- 
ing a woman out of a lot of clothing 


and some money, under promise of mar-. 


riage. Barr met the woman, @ hard- 
working spinster, at Cripple Creek, 
Colo. He made her believe that he 
had a fine country residence near Santa 
Barbara, and under promise of mar- 
riage he succeeded in getting: her to 
entrust all her savings with him. She 
packed her trunks, and on tickets pur- 
chased with her money, they were 
coming to California to get married. 
He gave her the slip, however, sold 
her trunks full of clothes, and came to 
California alone. The jilted spinster 
followed, and had him arrested, but 
refused to return to Colorado, where 
the offense was committed, in order to 
prosecute him. Without her evidence, 
the Colorado officials would not have 
him extradited, so the fellow was 
loose. 

Several months ago Officer Edwards 
arrested Barr for stealing a contrac- 
tor’s lantern. He was convicted of 
petty larceny and given a thirty-days’ 
sentence. After serving his time, he 
fell in with old man Valin and pro- 
ceeded to bunco him, with great suc- 
_cess. At least, Valin is out of pocket 
something over $100 through having 
formed his acquaintance. 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


Receives a Pettish Reply from a 
Telegraph Company. 

The directors of the Board of Trade 
met yesterday afternoon. The Commit- 
tee on Transportation made its report 
in the matter of trade relations with 


intendent ef the Pacific Postal Tele- 
graph Company of San Francisco, ac- 
knowledging receipt of the resolutions 
adopted by the board, asking for better 
telegraph facilities, and stating that 
the matter would be referred to head- 
quarters. The superintendent§ says: 
“It is.a singular circumstance that Los 
Angeles is the only city on the Vacific 
Coast that has made an aggress.ve 
move against the telegraph companies 
in the matter of underground wires, and 
the only city that has asked for lower 
rates.”” Despite the superintendent's 
opinion, organizations throughout the 
country, including the Pacific Coast, are 
taking action in precisely the same 
manner that the Board of Trade did. 
The only thing surprising in this is 
that requests were not made sooner for 
these facilities.

THE COUNTY PIONEERS. 


OLD-TIMERS REGALE THEMSELVES 
WITH REMINISCENCES, 


Ex-Mayor Workman Tells How His 
Party Was Captured by Red. 
skins—A Sample of Los Angeles 
Enterprise in the Early Fifties, 


The Society of Pioneers of Los An- 
geles county met last evening in Mac- 
donald Hall, and succeeded in combin- 
ing business and pleasure in a most 
delightfully informal way. 

The president of the society, Judge 
E. S. Eaton, called the meeting to or- 
der at 8 o’clock, and after the minutes 
of the previous meeting had been read 
and approved the following new mem- 
bers were balloted for and declared 
duly elected:. Elizabeth L Ensign, 
Who arrived in the county in 1860; 
Henry C. Auston, who arrived in 1869; 
Samuel Praeger, in 1854; Alfred Work- 
man, 1868; J. Chapman Udell, 1860. 

On motion the president appointed 
Secretary Guinn and Messrs. Gilette 
and Wilson as a committee to draft an 
order of business. | 

The Ideal Zither Club, made up of 
seven pieces, played very charmingly 
two selections, and the staccato tones 
stirred the memory of the president, 
who was moved to reminiscence of the 
days when tbe notes of the guitar were 
more common in Los Angeles ‘than at 
the present time. Judge Eaton said 
in those early days they tried very 
hard to organize a church, and did 
succeed in gathering into the fold thir- 
ty-two representatives of many de- 
nominations. He himself was one of 
the choristers, Mr. Alexander, father 
of last year’s Fiesta Queen, was the 
tenor, the name of the basso profundo 
Judge Eaton couldn’t remember, but 
he knew he drove a watering cart, and 
Mrs. Gen. Hancock was the organist. 
The choir was really the best part of 
the congregation, and during the lapse 
of years Judge Eaton had had time 
to form a judgment upon that point. 

Mr. and Mrs. W. B. Abernethy sang 
a duet, Mrs. Batchelder acting as ac- 
companist, and then William H. Work- 
tnaun described just how it came about 
that he came to Los Angeles. His 
father ‘and uncle had been in the Santa 
Fé trade, and with twenty large prairie 
schooners made one trip each year 
from Kansas City. That was in 1835, 


and the dangers attending the penetra- | 


tion of the Indian country were not to 
be despised. One party of emigrants 
was overwhelmed by the Comanches 
just about where the town of Albu- 
querque, N. M., is now situated. The 
men were all slaughtered, and the chil- 
dren put on wild mustangs and turned 
loose, the two women in the party 
and the babes in arms only being 
spared. The Workman brothers heard 
of the two captive women, and opened 
negotiations with the Indian chief for 
their ransom. This finally was ef- 
fected, and Mrs. Horn and Mrs. Har- 
ris—those were the mames of the 
ladies—were taken back to civilization 
in the East. 

The Workman brothers separated, 
the uncle settling in Los Angeles, and 
the father of the ex-Mayor of the city 
starting in business in Sacramento in 
1849. - He was burned out in 1852, and 
in 1854 he returned East to bring his 
family to the Pacific Coast. The party 


lwere six months in making the trip. 


In Nebraska, on the Platte River, a 
party of 500 Sioux and Cheyenne In- 
dians out on the war path, captured 
the outfit. and their lives were only 
saved by the elder Workman being able 
to patter a-little Spanish, and having 
a good knowledge of Indian character. 
The redskins consented to let the party 
go on with their wagons if they would 
make voluntary surrender of all their 
provisions and effects. This they were 
glad to do, and for two days they 
traveled without anything in their 
Wagons or anything to sustain life. 
The entire country was a wilderness 
then save for the French trading posts 
scattered at about 100 miles apart. One 
of these frontier stations being reached, 
enough provisions were obtained to suf- 
fice until the United States fort was 
reached. 

After great hardship the Workman 
party reached Salt Lake City in a

Finally the desert was crossed, the 
Sierras penetrated, andthe verdant val- 
leys of California opened out before the 
tired-out travelers. When they reached 
Haughtown, now known as Placerville, 
their spirits were high, for it seemed 
as if all trouble lay behind them. But 
Los Angeles was the Ultimae Thule 
of their desires, and, arriving here, the 
Workman family cast their lot with 
the little band of Americans who began 
laying the foundation of the Los An- 
geles of today. 

Mr. Workman paid a high tribute to 
the courage, unselfishness and dlsin- 
terested kindness of the early settlers, 
and gave one curious illustration of the 
enterprise of the business men, even at 
that early date. He was learning the 
printer’s ‘trade in the office of the 
Southern California, a paper run by 
Col. Wheeler and William Butts. The 
latter afterward joined Walker's expe- 
dition and got killed down in Central 
America. Desperadoes were plentiful 
about Los Angeles and a vigilance 
committee was formed. There was a 
batch on hand ready to be strung up at 
3 o’clock in the afternoon. At 10 o'clock 
in the morning the semi-monthly 
steamer for San Francisco left, and, 
notwithstanding the disparity in time, 
carried copies of the Southern Califor- 
nia, which contained an account of the 
hanging, with editorial comments 
thrown in. |. 

After Mr. Workman’s remarks there 
was more music by the Ideals, Miss 


: Opal McGauchey gave a recitation, and 


then the president announced the ap- 
pointment of M. Teed, 
C. N. Wilson as a committee to make 
arrangemtnts for establishing a funera] 
fund and drafting a ritual. 

The design submitted by M. F. Quin 
for a corporate seal for the society was 
adopted.

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AFTERMATH OF THE TERRACE 
DRIVE IMPROVEMENT MATTER. 


Twilight Club Gives an Enjoyable 
Monthly Dinner—Hiram Wads- 
worth Reads a Paper on “Intel- 
ligent Patriotism’’—Lively Runa- 
way Does no Serious Damage. 


PASADENA, April 5.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The recriminative debate in the Coun- 
cil chamber yesterday afternoon upon the pro- 
posed improvement of Terrace drive and Paza- 
dena avenue by converting both, or certain 
portions of both, into one wide avenue, has 
been the talk of the streets today. 

According to the figures of the City En-

Your 
country needs a new enthusiasm, to whom 
but to you shall she look to give it to her?”

The expenses for the month of the Horti- 
cultural Commission were $306.65. Out of 
70,200 trees inspected, 1290 were condemned 
and burned on account of root knot, gum dis- 
ease and woolly aphis. A number of orchard 
trees were fumigated for red scale. A num- 
ber of new trees that are infested with yel- 
low scale, have been located and will be 
fumigated in the near future. Many orchards 
with white scale have been supplied with 
Vedalia cardinalis. Considerable spraying 
has been done for San José scale. 

There were seventy-seven inmates in the 
County Hospital on March 1. The inmates 
at present number sixty-eight. The expenses 
of the institution were $895.37, or an average 
of 40% cents per day for each inmate. The 
permanent improvements cost $203.04 for the 
month. 

The report from the County Jai! showed 
that there had been seventy-one priscners 
during March, to whom 1818 meals had been 
furnished at a cost of $227.25, or 12% cents 
each. 

At this morning’s session the petition ask- 
ing for a bounty of 2%4 cents for each gopher 
killed was turned down, Supervisor Holbrook 
alone voting in favor of such bounty. 

Favorable action was taken in the matter 
of declaring a new school district, to be 
known as the Rose Mine district. 

The petition asking for the formation of a 
joint school district in the Chino section, em- 
bracing a small section of Orange county was 
rejected. 

IN THE SUPERIOR COURTS. 


Jeromino Delgardo, who was brought ‘in 
Monday from Bagdadjon the desert and bound 


‘over by Justice Soule, to answer for a mur- 


derous assault upon Avastacio Gonzales, 
pleaded guilty this morning before Judge 
Oster. All formalities were waived, but sen- 
tence was suspended until afternoon, when 
the petition of defendant's attorney to have 
the charge changed to that of assault with a 
deadly weapon was granted. Delgardg@ was 
then sentenced to two years in San Quentin. 

Judge Oster today rendered judgment in 
favor of the defendants in the case of the 
Farmers’ Exchange Bank vs. Mary E. Morse 
et al. the case involved a loan by the bank 
in 1892 of $15,235, on a promissory note signed 
by the defendants and secured by a mort- 
gage. A balance of $5374.52 on the note was 
alleged to have remained unpaid. 

The case of C. A. Demetrius vs. the South- 
ern California Railway Company was dis- 
missed today by Judge Oster by mutual con- 
sent. Last July Demetrius bought a round- 
trip limited ticket from Barstow to San Diego. 
Returning, he missed his train in San Ber- 
nardino, and the following day, the time of 
his ticket having expired, he was put off the 
train up the Cajon Pass. He sued the com- 
pany for $299.99 damages in Justice Soule's 
court, where a decision was rendered in his 
favor. The case was appealed, but was re- 
cently settled out of court. 

Judge Campbell was occupied today with 
the case of E. M. Hansborough vs. the Cali- 
fornia Beet-Sugar Estate and Land Company, 
limited.

POMONA. 


How Frost and Drought Have Af- 


fected Deciduous Fruits. 

POMONA, April 5.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Mr..Waters of Waters & Co., of ‘Po- 
mona, has been out for several days making 
a study of deciduous fruits over the terri- 
tory from Redlands and Whittier. He states 
that the effect of the frost is to reduce 
the apricot crop of Southern California to 
about 50 per cent. of last year’s yleld. Of 
peaches he believes that 20 per cent. have 
been killed by frost. Prunes give evidence 
thus far of producing a full crop, while 
plums and some _ other varieties of fruits 
grown in small quantities have heen seri- 
ously injured. Walnuts have peen consid- 
erably injured, but the degree of damage, he 
thinks, cannot vet be determined. 

The above estimates are based on frost 
damage, but the drought is another factor 
of great importance, which cannot yet be 
estimated fully. He is satisfied that in 
large areas where fruits are grown without 
irrigation, the ground does not contain 
moisture to develop anything like a full 
crop. In such sections the tendency wil) be 
for the pits of the\fruit to drain the re- 
sources of the orchards, leaving the fruit 
in very poor conditions, and this can only 
he corrected by a more heroic thinning of 
the fruit than is apt to be made generali?.

RAILROAD CONCESSION GRANTED 
ALONG THE WATER FRONT, 


Other Business Transacted by Coun- 
of Education Consid- 
ering Applicants for School 
Superintendent — March Report 
‘Shows Increased Enroliment. 


SAN DIEGO, April 5.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.} The city has tried another plan 
for disposing of garbage. The bid of Squire 
Gentry, accepted last night, was preferred out 
of a dozen submitted on as many different 
conditions. Gentry proposes to remove all 
garbage to tho outside of the city limits and 
use it as a fertilizer, or feed it to hogs, leav- 
ing all nonodorous stuff to fill in streets un- 
der the direction of the Board of Public 
Works for $123.50 per month. The Council ac- 
cepted this offer. 

The railroad concession through the city, as 
asked for by U. S. Grant, Matthew Sherman 
and other members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce Railroad Committee, was granted. This 
gives the committee the right to operate a 
steam railway through the city along the 
water front, onepractically the same arrange- 
ments as are allowed the Santa Fé company. 
The purpose of the committee in obtaining 
this franchise is not made public, but it is 
generally understood to be preliminary to 
negotiations -with an outside railroad. for 
entrance into the city. 

The sewer system is to be enlarged. The 
Council last night granted four assistants*‘to 
the City Engineer tor the purpose of making 
plans for the enlargement of the sewer sys- 
tem, particularly in the Eighth Ward. 

The Aldermen laid on the table a petition 
and resolution for increasing the police force 
to twenty. The Delegates referred the matter 
to a committee. - 

SCHOOL MATTERS. 

The Board of Education met last night. The 
resignation of Prof. Ellwood P. Cubberley as 
Superintendent of Schools led to a number of 
applications from teachers at home and 
abroad. There is a strong sentiment in favor 
of appointing a resident of San Diego to the 
position, as a knowledge of local conditions 
is deemed advisable. The most prominent 
local applicant is Prof. F. P. Davidson, prin- 
cipal of the High School, and it is said he 
Stands a good chance of securing the ap- 
pointment. The report of the Superintendent 
for March shows a total enrollment of 3092 
children, of whom 1427 are boys and 155 girls, 
This is an increase of 106 over March, 1°97. 

A resolution was introduced requiring the 
Superintendent and assistant superintendent 
to be graduates of a university or of the clas- 
sical course of the State University, or pos- 
sessors of life certificates as high school 
teachers; also making the assistant clerk of 
the Board of Education assistant superiniend- 
ent of schools.

DISCORDANT PHELPS. 


Mr. Cleveland's Ex-Miniater to Great 
Britain Makes a “Crack.” 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. |] 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Much ad- 
verse comment has been aroused here 
by a_ three-column letter, by E. J. 
Phelps, Cleveland's Minister to Great 
Britain, printed in the New York Her- 
ald. Mr. Phelps seems touched by the 
same malign influence that has pursued 
nearly every one connected with the 
Cleveland régime. 

In ‘this letter he takes the stand that 
the United States is all wrong in its 
quarrel with Spain over Cuba. In 
speaking of intervention he refers to 
the “cowardly character of an attack 
by this great and powerful govern- 
ment on a comparatively weak and 
impoverished nation.” 

He scorns the idea of intervention 
for humanity's sake, and says: “It Is 
true that international law recognizes 
that a nation may interfere, where, to 
prevent unjustifiable slaughter and 
outrage in another country, it becomes 
absolutely necessary. But this excep- 
tion applies only in very extreme and 
very clear cases, and has no epplication 
whatever in this case.” 

Mr. Phelps evidently thinks that the 
slaughter and outrage of 300,000 people 
is not an extreme case. He ads that 
the “suffering of the people in Cuba 
results from their own fault,” and con- 
cludes: ‘Nor can he maintained 
that any cruelty or outrage is visited 
upon them by the Spanish govern- 
ment.”’ 

Speaking of the duties of the United 
States in the premises, he says that 
the rebellion would long ago have per- 
ished except from ald given it by fili- 
busters from this country, and de- 
clares: “A twentieth part of the naval 
force which we are now ransacking 
the world to collect would have put 
an end to the only source from which 
the rebellion has heen kept alive.” 
Evidently the $2,000,000 that the United 
Stetes has spent in police duty for 
Spain goes for nothing in Mr. Phelps's 
eyes. 

At the close he explairs why he ob- 
jects to war. This is because of the 
“derangement of business that -would 
follow,’ the “indefinite millions that 
would he added to the pension list,” 
with “its saturnalia of fraud and cor- 
ruption,’’ and the alleged fact that 
free-silver newspapers, in Mr. Phelps’s 
opinion, are the only ones that want 
war, and they want it solely in order 
to secure free coinage. 

It is difficult to discuss Mr. Phelps’s 
fulmination seriously, nor does it need 
it. It speaks for itself. How any sane 
man could write such e letter is bes 
yond comprehension.

The X-Ray in Dentistry. 


Among recent applications of the X- 
ray is one which is of special interest 
to dentists. The first, or deciduous, 
teeth of children are ordinarily ab- 
sorbed before the age of 12 years has 
been reached. Occasionally, however, 
there is a delay in the absorption, and 
the second set are iate in appearing, 
and when they do come, they are very 
often more or less crooked. The diffi- 
culty that dentists have always had to 
contend with has been to find out what 
was guing on insids the gums in time 
to prevent the mischievous displace- 
ment of the new tooth growth. That 
this can be done is no longer doubtful. 
In a recent case a delayed second tooth 
Was suspected, but no external exami- 
‘ion could either prove or disprove 
the conjecture of the dentist. He finally 
decided to see what could be done with 
the X-ravs. After a mould which he 
made of the upper part of the mouth of 
the child had been allowed to harden, 
he cut out on it a flat surface behind 
the portion of the jaw to be photo- 
graphed, and just large enough for a 
photographic film less than an inch 
square. The film, which was simply a 
strip of thin celluloid coated with an 
emulsion sensitive to light, was, in the 
darkroom, cut to such a shape that it 
would lie evenly on the plane surface 
cut in the wax mould. In order that 
it could not be acted-upon by ordinary 
light it was protected by a double 
wrapping of black paper. The film, to- 
gether with the wax mould, was placed 
in the mouth of the child, whose head 
was kept perfectly still for several 
minutes, while the X-ray tube placed in 
front of the face was excited. On de- 
veloping the film two small first teeth 
were clearly visible in the jaw, with 
roots partially absorbed. Behind them 
and too far up to be detected by an 
exterior examination, was a large sec- 
end tooth, which projected obliquely 
downward. Knowing now where the 
trouble lies, the dentist will have com- 
d little difficulty in  rectify- 
ing it.
